China, a country never toured by the Ancients, and Thailand, previously part 
of the itinerary of the 1989 FFDTD, were the two (2) countries selected by 
Captain Jerome V. Sweeney II for his Tour of Duty. 


Planning the trip: selecting historical sites to be visited, hotels, restaurants, 
menus and entertainment would require numerous trips by both CPT Sweeney 
and his Chief of Staff, BG Joseph A. Milano PC. Aclose friend and the Honorary 
Thai Consul to Boston, BG Milano was generous with his time, knowledge, 
contacts and was invaluable cutting through red tape”. 


Arrangements for the 371st FFDTD necessitated a willingness to modify some 
traditions. China, a socialist republic country, ruled under a single-party 
system, had relaxed some of their policies, but there were heavy restrictions 
to address in many areas. China's regulations precluded the wearing of mili- 
tary uniforms; bringing in arms, (even imitations) and no parades or visits 
to military sites would be allowed. Travel was permitted only in specified 
areas open to foreign visitors. 


The trip to Thailand was especially significant. The year 2008 commemorated 
the 175th year of US-Thai relations and the signing of the Treaty of Amity and 
Commerce in 1833. The treaty established a close relationship between our 
two countries and makes Thailand the oldest friend of the United States in all 
of Asia. CPT Sweeney and BG Milano elected to dedicate a monument, as a 
tribute to the treaty, during the visit of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company. 


The history of the Treaty of Amity and Commerce is interesting. In February 
of 1833, President Andrew Jackson sent the first American Special Envoy, Ed- 
mund Roberts, to Siam (Officially renamed Thailand in 1939) aboard the frigate 
USS Peacock, Envoy Roberts, a New Englander, hailed from Portsmouth, New 
Hampshire and referred to himself as a “Yankee Diplomat”. His mission was 


to negotiate a treaty of friendship and commerce between the United States 
and Thailand. 


Merchant ships from the United States had been occasionally entering Bangkok 
to sell arms, hardware and cotton goods and loading timber and sugar since 
1818. Roberts objective was to place the United States on an equal basis with 
other countries trading in Siam. He made no demands for extraterritorial 
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rights, or limits on import duties while negotiating with the Siamese Ministers 
of State and after several weeks concluded the 10 articles of the Treaty of Amity 
and Commerce reached on March 20, 1883. 


Unlike documents of the 21™ century, the treaty is simple and short on text. The 
second paragraph, one of only three, leading up to the Articles reads: 


“This Treaty is concluded on Wednesday, the last of the fourth month of the year 1194, 
called Pi-marong-chat-tavasok, or the year of the Dragon, corresponding to the 20th 
day of March, in the year of our Lord 1833. One original is written in Siamese, the 
other in English; but as the Siamese are ignorant of English, and the Americans of 
Siamese, a Portuguese and a Chinese translation are annexed, to serve as testimony to 
the contents of the Treaty. The writing is of the same tenor and date in all the languages 
aforesaid. It is signed on the one part, with the name of the Chau Phaya-Phraklang, 
and sealed with the seal of the lotus flower, of glass. On the other part, it is signed with 
the name of Edmund Roberts, and sealed with a seal containing an eagle and stars. 


The First Article (there were 10 in total) was just one sentence: “ There shall 
be a perpetual Peace between the Magnificent King of Siam and the United States of 
America.” 


In addition to the 175-year-old treaty, the two countries have had military ties. 
Thai and American soldiers stood together combating the enemy in Korea, 
Vietnam, Laos, Afghanistan and Iraq. 


Along with the rest of Southeast Asia, Thailand was occupied by the Japanese 
during World War II. Seri Thai, an underground resistance movement, pro- 
vided vital military intelligence to the Allies. 


Thailand was among the first United Nations countries to send troops to assist 
in the American-North Korean conflict. 


Threatened by communist revolutions in neighboring countries such as Viet- 
nam, Cambodia, and Laos, Thailand sought to contain communist expansion 
and became the United States prime base of operations for supply channels, 
mission launches, and other covert operations in the Vietnam War. 


The USA and Thailand’s friendship and alliance have continued to thrive, 
driven by mutual trade and security interests... bonded by their similarities 
and attracted as opposites. 


With the decision to secure a monument made, finding an appropriate location 
to place it proved to be more complex than anticipated. After viewing several 
sites, Seri Thai Park, (so named in 1997) was selected. 


Seri Thai Park, once known as Buengkum Pond, was an abandoned reservoir 
until it was incorporated into the Thai's flood prevention project. Transformed 
into a beautiful park, as well as a reservoir to hold excess water before releasing 
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it into natural canals, it is the only public water park in Bangkok and covers 
an area of about 145 acres. 


With the site determined and a monument designed, the next task was to find 
a craftsman in Thailand to create it. Easier said than done! Fortunately, COL 
Kittiphong Wongskaluang of Thailand played a key role in the construction 
and supervision of the monument. 


Captain Sweeney’s hobby and interest is traveling. An avid world traveler and 
connoisseur of food, he enthusiastically tasted, tested and arranged for exquisite 
menus to tempt and please everyone’s palate. Every morning wou Id start witha 
breakfast providing substance and energy for the activities planned for the day. 


With the well-being and comfort of his troops in mind, he selected the Inter- 
Continental Hotel in Beijing, a Five-Star Hotel located in the business district. A 
magnificent 18-story atrium, contemporary design and traditional Chinese art 
set it apart. The hotel, just minutes away from Tiananmen Square, the Capital 
Museum and shopping centers, was ideally located. 


In Bangkok, the Shangri-La Hotel was selected to serve as the home base for 
the Ancients. It is world-renowned for it’s lush gardens, view of the Chao 
Phraya River, outstanding dining facilities and amenties, as well as its fantastic 
swimming pools, tropical gardens and ponds. 


Naturally, both hotels provided luxuriously appointed lounges for the troops 
to enjoy and provide a fun and relaxing gathering place. 


In addition to the FFDTD trip, Captain Sweeney toured and made the neces- 
Sary arrangements for the two (2) Post trips. 


A special thanks to CPT Franklin A. 
Zarba. Frank, an outstanding vocalist, 
unable to make the FEDTD to China and 
Thailand, Prepared a unique recording 
to accompany Captain Sweeney on the 
trip. Frank learned the words and sang 
China’s National Anthem in Chinese and 
Thailand's National Anthem in Thai. His 
renditions were played on several oc- 
casions throughout the trip, surprising 
and delighting locals and other visitors.

Beijing, China and Bangkok, Thailand 
October 3 thru October 13, 2008 


Day 1 ~ Friday ~ October 3" ~ Departure 


Led by CPT Jerome Sweeney, ninety-four (94) Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company members and guests prepared to embark on an eleven day FFDTD 
to China and Thailand. Sixty (60) of the participants assembled at LT John 
Moynihan’s office in Mansfield, MA to board two motor coaches for the ride 
to JFK International Airport. Traveling on Cathay Pacific airline, the flight to 
Hong Kong departed JFK Airport at 11:00 pm. 


Day 2 ~ Saturday ~ October 4 


After a refueling stop at Vancouver International Airport, the travelers re- 
boarded and settled back for the longest leg of their journey. The trip would 
require a total of 24 hours in the air, and the men prepared to spend the time 
sleeping, reading and socializing. 


Day 3 ~ Sunday ~ October 5 


The flight arrived in Hong Kong at 7:10 am and everyone stretched for a bit 
before boarding Dragon Air at 8:00 am for a three (3) hour flight to Beijing. 
Arriving before noon, everyone was delighted to have land under their feet and 
looked forward to settling into their hotel. After check-in at the InterContinental 
Hotel, the afternoon provided leisure time before the evening Welcome Buffet 
hosted by the Sergeants’. 


Day 4 ~ Monday ~ October 6 


Tour of Beijing - First stop, Tiananmen Square, a large public square display- 
ing monuments to China’s revolution heroes, the Great Hall of the People, a 
museum of history and revolution, and Chairman Mao Zedong Memorial Hall 
which houses his embalmed body. 


A huge complex was next: The Forbidden City consisting of 980 surviving 
buildings with 8,707 bays of rooms,covering 7,800,000 square feet. The Chinese 
Imperial Palace from the Ming Dynasty was impressive and one of the greatest 
feats of ancient Chinese architecture. It is currently the Palace Museum, but 
for over five (5) centuries, it served as the home of the Emperor, his household 
and the ceremonial and poliitical center of the Chinese Government 
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After assembling for a group picture, nourishment at the Jasmine Restaurant 
was followed by a trip to the site of the 2008 Summer Olympic Games. The 
Chinese government invested heavily in construction of many unique facilities, 
transportation systems and promotion of the games that ended in August. The 
group viewed the world’s largest steel structure, Beijing’s National Stadium, 
referred to as the “Bird’s Nest”, The Water Cube, an imposing rectangular 
box, clad in a honeycomb of transparent cushions, used for all the swimming 
events, and the New Art Centre. 


The last stop for the day was a Martial Arts Show incorporating a combination 
of fighting actions and graceful dances to convey a story. Dating, back thousands 
of years, traditional martial arts are utilized to maintain health and convey an 
understanding of the Chinese traditional culture. 


The evening dinner was at the world famous Qianmen Quanjude Peking Duck 
Restaurant. Peking Duck is reputed to be the most delicious cuisine offered in 
Beijing. Chopsticks were optional and for the brave. 


Day 5 ~ Tuesday ~ October 7 


The day started with a forty-mile trip to the “North Pass” part of the Great 
Wall of China. Known as the Badaling section, it is one of three sections in the 
Beijing municipality open to visitors. 

Considered one of the New Wonders of the World, the Wall is the world’s 
longest man-made structure and stretches over 4,160 miles. peried eee 
the winding wall averages 25 ft in height and is 15 to 30 ft thick at the base. 
Guard stations and watchtowers are erected at regular intervals. The eastern 
Part of the wall is earth and stone faced with brick, but in the west it is merely 
a tamped earth mound. Laborers were conscripted from all over China to 
construct it and it has been estimated that more than 2 million Chinese died 
as part of the centuries-long project. 


i its peak more than one million men guarded the Wall. However, few in- 
vasions of China from the north demonstrated that the Great Wall had little 
military utility, 

Touring and walking the Great Wall was strenuous with some sections more 
difficult to Navigate than others. There were limited hand rails, lots of steps 
and some sections extremely steep. After a physical morning, everyone was 
ready fora relaxing lunch at The Commune Restaurant. Returning to the hotel, 
the afternoon was allotted to leisure time, shopping and packing. 


Day 6 ~ Wednesday ~ October 8 


The early 5:00 a.m. departure from the hotel had everyone up and function- 
ing before dawn. The group left Beijing at 9:00 a.m. for a five (5) hour flight to 
Bangkok, Thailand. 
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After checking in at The Shangri-La Hotel, the afternoon was free to sightsee, 
shop or just relax. In the evening, the Sergeants hosted a dinner party at the 
Asia Hotel. The night was filled with laughter, dazzling lights, energetic dances 
and songs at the Calypso Cabaret. The all-male cast presented an extravagant 
performance. The show’s talented actors and beautiful “actresses” provided a 
unique and entertaining night. 


Day 7 ~ Thursday ~ October 9 


The morning was filled with a tour of the City of Bangkok and The Grand 
Palace. Construction of the Palace complex began in 1782, and consists of 
over 100 brightly colored buildings, golden spires and glittering mosaics. For 
over 150 years, Bangkok's Grand Palace was home to the Thai King, his court, 
and the entire administrative seat of government including: the war ministry, 
state departments, and even the mint. Although The Palace is no longer the 
residence of the King of Thailand, the complex remains the seat of power and 
is used for state occasions and special events. 


Located on one corner of the enormous grounds of the Palace complex is the 
elaborate Temple of the Emerald Buddha, built in 1778, to enshrine the Emerald 
Buddha. Carved from a solid piece of green jade or jasper, the Buddha is actu- 
ally less than 30” in height and considered one of the holiest and most revered 
of religious objects in Thailand. Surprisingly, the temple does not house any 
monks. Rather, it is more like the personal chapel of the royal family. 


The afternoon and evening provide free time for the “troops” to explore the 
city on their own, do more shopping or avail themselves of the outstanding 
facilities in the hotel. 


Day 8 ~ Saturday ~ October 10 


Ancient members and guests proceeded to Seri Thai Park for the Dedication 
Ceremony of the Monument. After the ceremony, a buffet lunch was served 
at the hotel, followed by an open afternoon and evening to allow the men to 
pursue their own interests. 


Day 9 ~ Saturday ~October 11 


Bangkok, capital of Thailand since 1782, is laced with numerous canals and 
waterways, important means of transportation and trading. Often referred to 
as the “VENICE OF THE EAST”, by European visitors, the group set off to 
observe the lifestyle of Bangkok aboard a converted rice barge. The tour was 
on the Chao Phraya River and canals running through the city. On the banks, 
historical monuments, grand palaces, temples and rickety old wooden houses 
on stilts were in stark contrast to the spanking new houses and condominiums. 
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The boat passed the Floating Market and quaint villages then docked for a 
tour of the Royal Barges and a snake farm show. 


The evening function was the traditional FFDTD Annual Banquet, a formal 
affair held at the State Tower Building. 


Day 10 ~ Sunday ~ October 12 


Mass was celebrated at the Assumption Cathedral with Cardinal Michai Kit- 
bunchu, Archbishop of Bangkok presiding. Following the service, the Cardinal 


hosted a special reception for the Ancients at the Holy Rosary Church and 
School. 


The other planned activity for the day was the 371“ FFDTD Farewell Dinner 


held at a beautiful facility, the Rose Garden, located about 19 miles outside 
of Bangkok. 


Day 11~ Monday ~ October 13 


Departure - after checking out, most of the FFDTT participants were headed 


back to the US with the exception of the thirty-four men (34) men embarking 
on two (2) Post Trips.

Significance of the Monument 
October 10, 2008 ~ Bangkok, Thailand 


“We are most honored and privileged to be visiting the beautiful City of 
Bangkok and the Kingdom of Thailand as ambassadors of good will from 
the City of Boston, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and the United 
States of America. Today we come together to celebrate the bonds of friend- 
ship formalized by the Treaty of Amity and Commerce concluded between 
our two nations 175 years ago in 1833. 


This morning we will dedicate a beautiful, and we hope permanent, com- 
memoration of this on-going friendship with this monument gifted by the 
Royal Consulate in Boston, Honorary Consul General Joseph A. Milano. 
BG Milano is also a Past Commander and current Chief-of-Staff of the 
Company. Without his persistence and beneficence this monument would 
not have happened. 


This treaty, this enduring friendship, we celebrate here this morning has an 
even deeper significance than its obvious endurance for 175 years. Thailand, 
then Siam, was the very first East Asian nation that a still young United 
States of America formalized relations with. In 1833 the great frontier of 
the United States was not the western landmass of the North American 
continent, but rather the Pacific Ocean and the nations that comprised the 
Pacific Rim. America was, and still is a trading nation. In those early years 
of the nineteenth century Americans were hungry for the goods of Asia and 
seeking markets for the manufactured goods of our still very young nation, 


This dedication today, by this Company from Boston, Massachusetts is 
Particularly significant in that our City and our Commonwealth were mari- 
time economies and the formalizing of friendship and trade relations were 
to the particular benefit of our ancestors and those of our Thai brothers as 
they too sought to broaden their influence on the world stage. Certainly 
there must have been some danger in embarking on this sort of relation- 
ship between what were at the time two distinctly different cultures, but 
Wwe were fortunate in having American and Thai ancestors who possessed 
a pioneering and forward thinking attitude, open to the possibilities of a 
bright future that would benefit both of our peoples.

One lantern in the steeple would signal the army’s choice of the land route, 
while two lanterns would signal the route “by water ” across the Charles River.

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FAREWELL DINNER 
September 12, 2008 — Rose Garden 


The farewell dinner was held at a magnificent Rose Garden located about 19 
miles outside of Bangkok. The site is 75 acres of beautiful botanical gardens, 
manicured grounds, a five-star hotel, conference center, golf course, spa an 
expansive cultural center and a Thai village with a large lake. 


The crest of the Ancient and Honorable Company, created in flowers was 
an impressive display upon entering the Rose Garden. It was topped by 
CPT Sweeney and BG Milano, greeting their guests, dressed in Thai at- 
tire, seated on the back of two elephants. A third elephant, featuring the 
Company seal draped over his back, followed them. The Asian elephants, 
often revered animals in Thai culture, put on a show demonstrating their 
intelligence and provided rides for any interested Ancients. 


As the Ancients traveled through the Rose Garden, an “Angkaloong” band 
played Thai music while youngsters sang and danced to entertain them. 
In the village, they passed vendors showcasing their traditional handcraft 
items and observed demonstrations of: silk weaving, pottery, umbrella 
painting, mask making and fruit carving. 


An outside cocktail party was held at the Orchid Terrace, situated on the 
edge of the river, followed by a lavish buffet and an elaborate Thai Dance 
Show. 


After feasting and enjoying the performance of 100 entertainers, the group 
took part in a traditional Thai ceremony ~ “Loy Krathong”. Loy means, 
“to float”. A Krathong is a small raft created from elaborately folded 
banana leaves, about a hand span in diameter. They are transformed by 
the addition of flickering candles and flowers. The ceremony symbolizes 
letting go of ones anger or resentment, so life can be started afresh. It was 
a moving ceremony as everyone launched his own “krathong ” into the 
Ta Chine River. 


An impressive fireworks display brought an outstanding evening to a 
close. The finale of a blazing seal of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company dramatically marked the conclusion of the last official event of 
the 371° Fall Field Day Tour of Duty.

On October 13, 2008, Captain Commanding Jerome V. Sweeney II led 24 
members and guests on a Post FFDTD to Vietnam. The contingent flew 
from Bangkok to Saigon via Thai Airways where we were met by our guide 
and motor coach. We checked in to the Sheraton Hotel, had lunch, then off 
to explore the city. 


We were given a rather interesting tour of the city that included the former 
Presidential Palace of the Late Republic of South Vietnam (now a museum), 
The National War Museum, Notre Dame Cathedral and the main post of- 
fice, a relic of the grand days of French Indo-China. 


On the second day, the highlight was a tour of the Cu Chi Tunnel Complex, 
now a museum and tourist attraction. The complex was a command and 
logistics center for the local Viet Minh, later Viet Cong guerillas from 1954 
to 1968. The complex encompassed more than 200KM of tunnels, storage 
complexes, command bunkers, hospital facilities, billets and fighting posi- 
tions. The tunnels were definitely not constructed for Ancients, as they were 
rather “tight”. The tour was enlightening, especially given it’s proximity 
to the headquarters of the U.S. 25" Infantry Division during the war. 


After dinner, many of us went for drinks at the roof garden of the Rex 
Hotel, former headquarters of the International Press Corps during the 
French Indo-China War and the years of the American war. It didn’t take 
much imagination to conjure visions of the words written by early Vietnam 
journalist Graham Greene, author of The Quiet American and David Hal- 
berstam and Neil Sheehan’s book A Bright Shining Few and the book about 
Lt Colonel John Paul Vann and so many names from the past. 


On day three we flew Vietnam Airways to Hanoi. Arriving we toured the 
city, including the infamous “Hanoi Hilton” prison complex where John 
McCain's helmet and flight suit are still on display. Next on the agenda was 
a harrowing “cycolo” tour of the old city, followed by a very interesting 
water puppet show featuring classical Vietnamese music and using the 
ancient art form to present the folk culture of life on and around the rivers 
and canals of South East Asia. At the conclusion of the show we checked 
into the Sheraton Hanoi. 
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Day four featured a motor coach ride 110 miles northeast of Hanoi to one 
of the most beautiful spots on earth, Halong Bay. In route we had the op- 
portunity to view the new and old Vietnam of prosperous villages and 
farms using water buffalos much as has been done for centuries. We enjoyed 
a fresh seafood lunch as we took a four-hour cruise among the “dragon 
tooth” islands of the bay. After returning to Hanoi, we dined at the Forest 
Restaurant on traditional Vietnamese cuisine amid highland forest décor. 


Vietnam has made an interesting transition since the war ended in 1975. 
While most definitely a communist country, private enterprise seems to 
be flourishing. The country is certainly more prosperous. Signage is in 
Vietnamese and English and the pricing is in both Vietnamese Dong and 
U.S. Dollars, 


Both of our guides stated the people of Vietnam prefer to look forward 
and not back. The United States is Vietnam’s number one trading partner 
and their number four source for tourism after China, Korea and Australia. 


After a whirlwind visit, we flew from Hanoi to Hong Kong for a brief lay- 
Over before continuing on the final leg of our trip. Our plane flew over the 
North Pole and returned us to New York. Just as the FFDTD, the Vietnam 


Post trip was terrific, 


Captain in a hole at the Cuchi Tunnels 
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VIETNAM IMPRESSIONS 
BG (MA) Emery A. Maddocks, Jr ~ US Army Retired 


As an advisor to the Vietnamese in the latter stages of the war, my 
impressions were somewhat different from my colleagues...espe- 
cially the Marines. My duties involved living with and developing 
relationships with the Vietnamese; not close combat. The primary 
adjective that describes my impressions of Vietnam at the end of 
the war is despair. We had won the war militarily, but it was lost 
psychologically. The inevitability of our withdrawal was evident 
to the lowest private in the Army of Vietnam (ARVN): and the re- 
gime in Saigon due to corruption and mismanagement, had failed 
to win the hearts and minds of its own people. They had the raw 
material. Their soldiers were brave when properly motivated and 
led by honest officers, but, alas, that leadership was too scarce. The 
Communists were motivated, they were nationalists and they hada 
vision for the future that they were determined to realize no matter 
how long it would take; and no matter what the cost. Saigon could 
never supplant that vision. 


Fast forward three plus decades; Vietnam is a socialist country. There 
is central government control of the economy and there is an arcane 
bureaucracy in place, but, and it is a significant but, the country is 
evolving and it is not adhering to a Soviet or Chinese, or God forbid 
Korean socialist model. There is one party rule, but a modicum of 
democracy exists at the local level. Citizens vote for the local repre- 
sentatives of the Communist Party who, in turn, vote for the central 
government officials. Is it democracy, as we understand it? No it is 
not. But it is Vietnamese and the people seem to appreciate itas such. 


When the Communists took control in April 1975 they set about 
consolidating their take over. Former military officers and govern- 
ment officials were “re-educated. The purge we all feared failed 
to materialize. The new government also demonstrated an almost 
altruistic/ humanitarian impulse when in 1979 they overthrew the 
Communist Agrarian extremist regime of Pol Pot and the Khmer 
Rouge in neighboring Cambodia. I’m certain they had selfish mo- 


tivations, but the result is they saved the people of Cambodia from 
the holocaust of the “Killing Fields.” 
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On my first trip to Vietnam I never got to Saigon and, thank God, 
not to Hanoi. My new impression of the country is energy and an 
atmosphere of optimism for a better life, and an era of peaceful rela- 
tions. There are construction projects, large and small, everywhere 
you look. Small business is booming. The peasant life observed in 
the paddies and fields as we rode along the highways seems to be 
relatively unchanged except for a few amenities like electricity to the 
farmsteads. Water buffaloes are still gainfully employed plowing 
fields that will not bear the weight of tractors. Small children still 
lovingly tend them. Sampans still ply the rivers and canals and river 
life continues much as it has for millennia. 


Vietnam today seems youthful. Uniforms are still visible, but cer- 
tainly not as in wartime. Our guides were young men in their thir- 
ties, babies at the end of the war. Their attitude: “we prefer to look 
forward, not back.” The government seems to encourage capitalism 
with a string to be sure, but they have harnessed the inbred nature of 
Asian peoples to be business people. There is also big, foreign owned 
business everywhere. I’m told the cost to play is a 30% equity share 
to the Vietnamese government. Plenty seem to think it is a fair price. 
Small landholders may still not own the land, but the government 
makes 99-year transferable leases available, or so we were told. 


Allis not milk and honey. Police are still on the take; we must observe 
tradition after all. Taxes are high and the cost of medical insurance is 
high. Political dissent outside of the Communist Party is not accept- 
able and the wheels of the bureaucracy can turn slowly. On the bright 
side, the stodginess of old time communism is missing. Education, 
practical education is encouraged. Consumer goods seem available. 
Motorbikes are everywhere. There are more private automobiles. 


Americans seem better liked now than in the days of war. The com- 
munists did a great job of turning the war into the “American War” 
in the late sixties/ early seventies. Yet today the feeling we got was 
open amity. Most signage in the cities and big towns we visited 
were bi-lingual Vietnamese — English. U.S. currency was accepted 
nearly everywhere in hotels, restaurants, and big shops and among 
some small vendors. Prices were posted in Vietnamese Dong and 
US. Dollars. We were told that the United States is Vietnam’s larg 
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est trading partner and fourth largest tourism partner. Vietnamese 
students are now allowed to study abroad and thousands choose the 
United States. The overseas Vietnamese are now being encouraged 
to return and to invest in the motherland. 


Certainly I wish the war had turned out differently and that we had 
left a western democracy like Germany or Japan in place, but Iam 
happy for the Vietnamese people for whom I have great admira- 
tion. They seem to have retained a good deal of their culture. They 
seem to have adopted a “communist-like” form of government that 
celebrates their independence. They have harnessed their beautiful 
natural resources and the natural hospitality of their people to turn 
the country into a tourist destination. I think I agree with the tour 
guides, I want to look forward, not back. And I wish the people of 
Vietnam a happy, prosperous future. 
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TRIP TO HONG KONG AND MACAU

Ten members of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company partici- 
pated in 371* FFDTD four-day post tour to Hong Kong and Macau. A 
detailed tour of Hong Kong Island included the Hong Kong financial 
center, an Aberdeen Harbor tour and lunch atop the Victoria Peak, over- 
looking breathless views of Hong Kong Harbor and surrounding areas. 


Hong Kong has changed significantly since my last visit 40 years ago. 
It has been 10 years since the handover of the British Crown Colony 
to China and free enterprise is still a major motivation for growth and 
development. Today's Hong Kong is a modern city of ongoing expansion 
and development with countless high-rise buildings and skyscrapers, 
to include the world’s third tallest buildings, and one of the world’s 
largest container ports. My prior vision of sampans crowding the Hong 
Kong Harbor with thousands of residents is no more, countless 40-story 
high-rise apartments have replaced them. The skyscrapers are so nu- 
merous; an orchestrated laser/light show is displayed on Hong Kong 
Harbor every evening. 


Next day, a one-hour hydrofoil took us to the island of Macau. Half of 
the group tried their hand at the casino, while others toured the former 
Portuguese Colony. Macau has old-world European architecture and 
charm interspaced with Catholic churches and Buddhist temples. 


There was ample opportunity for shopping. Shopping and bartering in 
Hong Kong is a unique experience with many streets filled with outdoor 
shops with each street specializing in specific items to include, electron- 
ics, clothing, sportswear, and many more specialty items. 
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OBSERVANCE OF INDEPENDENCE DAY 
READING OF THE DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE 
and PARADE - Boston ~ July 4, 2008 


On Friday, July 4, 2008, several thousands citizens and guests of the City 
of Boston observed the reading of the Declaration of Independence by 
Captain Commander Jerome V. Sweeney II. 


The reading of the Declaration of Independence dates back to July 
18, 1776, when Colonel Thomas Crafts, a member of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, performed this duty for the first time. 
The tradition continues today with the reading by the a member of the 
company or the Company Commander. 


The day started with one hundred (100) members of the Company 
participating in the 232™ observation of Independence Day ceremony 
at City Hall Plaza. The ceremony included the raising of the flag, 
remarks by Mayor Tom Menino, speeches by dignitaries, the sing- 
ing of the National Anthem and the Pledge of Allegiance. The Parade 
stepped off after a musical rendition of “Stars and Stripes Forever” by 
the Zarba/Shea Military Band under the direction of AHAC member, 
CPT Frank Zarba. 


The AHAC and Military Band were joined in the line of march by: 
Boston Police Honor Guard, City, State and Military Officials, Boston 
Police Motorcycle and Mounted Units, marching units from the USS 
Bataan (LHD-5), Billerica Colonial Minuteman Co, Middlesex County 
Volunteers Fife & Drum, Wilmington Minutemen and US Border Patrol. 


Under the Command of CPT Sweeney, the parade halted at the Old 
Granary Burial Ground to place a wreath on the grave of Peter Faneuil, 
a legendary hero of The Revolutionary War and honor the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence buried there, Samuel Adams, John 
Hancock and Robert Treat Paine. 


The Parade reformed and proceeded to the Old State House where spec- 
tators were entertained with patriotic music including: Yankee Doodle 
and God Bless America. After a trumpet call, CPT Jerome V. Sweeney II 
stepped onto the balcony of the Old State House for the 232" Reading 
of the Declaration of Independence. 
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INDEPENDENCE DAY 
RE-ENACTMENT OF THE DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE 
By Captain Commander of the AHAC 
On the balcony of Old State House Boston ~ July 4, 2008 


Good Afternoon, My name is Captain Jerome V. Swee- 
ney. It is my great privilege to serve as the 300" Cap- 
tain Commanding of the oldest chartered military 
| company in the western hemisphere, the Ancient 
* & Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 
_— —.) The large group of uniformed men before you are 
members of this great company. 

The very first leader of the Ancients, Captain 
Robert Keayne, lived on this particular spot in 
1635 after he immigrated to Boston from his former 

home in London, England. Upon his death, the wealthy 
Captain Keayne donated all this land to the City of Boston along with 
sufficient cash to build our first public town hall. That was when Boston 
was just another part of the British colonial empire. As we know now, the 
colonial arrangement changed dramatically some one hundred and forty 
years later with the American Revolution and our War of Independence. 


At the time of the Revolution, our nation’s forefathers assembled in Phila- 
delphia as the Second Continental Congress on May 10th of 1775, the 
same date as the American capture of Fort Ticonderoga. That Congress 
was presided over by John Hancock, and included such giants as: Thomas 
Jefferson, the author of the Declaration of Independence; Samuel Adams, 
the father of the Revolution; his cousin John Adams; Benjamin Franklin, 
and many others. To put this in a locally familiar historical context, the 
Second Continental Congress began after the Battle of Lexington and 
Concord in April of 1775 and before the Battle of Bunker Hill in June 
of the same year. It was the Second Continental Congress that selected 
George Washington to be the commander in chief of the newly formed 
Continental Army. 


Meanwhile, in 1775 and 1776, combatant forces of the famed British Army 
occupied this building. Shortly before the Battle of Bunker Hill, the three 
British Generals in Boston: Howe, Clinton and Gage held a secret council 
of war in the room right behind this balcony. It was from this balcony

that news of the ascension to the throne of England’s King George the 
Third was proclaimed in 1761. In the room behind us, Massachusetts’ 
first governor, John Hancock, was inaugurated on October 25'", 1780; and 
again from this balcony itself, Her Britannic Majesty, Queen Elizabeth 
the Second, most graciously greeted us during her bicentennial visit to 
America in 1976. 


It was from this balcony, on July 18, 1776, that a member of the Ancient & 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, Colonel Thomas Crafts, 
first proclaimed to all the inhabitants of Boston that our national lead- 
ers have issued to the King of England, a Declaration of Independence, 
which he then read. 


It was with great effort that a copy of that document was brought to 
Boston a mere fortnight after its promulgation in Philadelphia. First, an 
express horseback rider had to wait for it to be printed. Then the rider 
immediately galloped away from Philadelphia on Saturday, July 6" He 
arrived in New York the following Tuesday, July 9" He reached Hart- 
ford on Thursday the 11" and Worcester on Sunday the 14". He reached 
Boston on the 15 and Exeter, New Hampshire on the 16". It took less 
than 72 hours to get Boston’s political leaders, church hierarchy, and 
revolutionary networks of minutemen to assemble all the town’s men, 
women and children to be right here at 1:00 pm on Thursday, the 18" of 
July, 1776. And when they heard what had been said and done, the town 
went wild with delight. 


That evening, the wooden lion on the left-hand corner of the roof above 
this balcony and the wooden unicorn on the other side, symbols of the 
British government, were torn down by revolutionaries and added to 
a bonfire that blazed in the street below. Into that bonfire they threw 
every tangible thing that could be found that referred to Britain or Brit- 
ish authority. 


Since then, the Captain Commanding and the proud members of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, along with 
many thousands of patriots, have met here every year on the Fourth 
of July to joyously commemorate the founding of the United States of 
America.

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Now Ladies and gentlemen...The Declaration of Independence

In CONGRESS, July 4, 1776 


The unanimous Declaration of the thirteen United States of America 


Wr in the Course of human events, it becomes necessary for one 
people to dissolve the political bands, which have connected 
them with another, and to assume among the powers of the earth, the 
separate and equal station to which the Laws of Nature and of Nature’s 
God entitle them, a decent respect to the opinions of mankind requires 
that they should declare the causes which impel them to the separation. 


We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all men are created equal, 
that they are endowed by their Creator with certain unalienable rights, 
that among these are Life, Liberty and the pursuit of Happiness. - That 
to secure these rights, Governments are instituted amon g Men, deriving 
their just powers from the consent of the governed. - That whenever any 
Form of Government becomes destructive of these ends, it is the Right 
of the People to alter or to abolish it, and to institute new Government, 
laying its foundation on such principles and organizing its powers 
in such form, as to them shall seem most likely to effect their Safety 
and Happiness. Prudence, indeed, will dictate that Governments long 
established should not be changed for light and transient causes; and 
accordingly all experience hath shown, that mankind are more disposed 
to suffer, while evils are sufferable, than to right themselves by abolish- 
ing the forms to which they are accustomed. But when a long train of 
abuses and usurpations, pursuing invariably the same Object, evinces 
a design to reduce them under absolute Despotism, it is their right; it is 
their duty, to throw off such Government, and to provide new Guards 
for their future security.—Such has been the patient sufferance of these 
Colonies; and such is now the necessity, which constrains them to alter 
their former Systems of Government. The history of the present King 
of Great Britain is a history of repeated injuries and usurpations, all 
having in direct object the establishment of an absolute Tyranny over 
these States. To prove this, let Facts be submitted to a candid world. 


He has refused his Assent to Laws, the most wholesome and necessary 
for the public good. 
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He has forbidden his Governors to pass Laws of immediate and press- 
ing importance, unless suspended in their operation till his Assent 
should be obtained; and when so suspended, he has utterly neglected 
to attend to them. 


He has refused to pass other Laws for the accommodation of large 
districts of people, unless those people would relinquish the right of 
Representation in the Legislature, a right inestimable to them and for- 
midable to tyrants only. 


He has called together legislative bodies at places unusual, uncomfort- 
able, and distant from the depository of their public Records, for the 
sole purpose of fatiguing them into compliance with his measures. 


He has dissolved Representative Houses repeatedly, for opposing with 
manly firmness his invasions on the rights of the people. 


He has refused fora long time, after such dissolutions, to cause others 
to be elected; whereby the Legislative powers, incapable of Annihila- 
tion, have returned to the People at large for their exercise; the State 
remaining in the mean time exposed to all the dangers of invasion from 
without, and convulsions within. 


He has endeavored to prevent the population of these States; for that 
purpose obstructing the Laws for Naturalization of Foreigners; refus- 
ing to pass others to encourage their migrations hither, and raising the 
conditions of new Appropriations of Lands. 


He has obstructed the Administration of Justice, by refusing his Assent 
to Laws for establishing Judiciary powers. 


He has made Judges dependent on his Will alone, for the tenure of their 
offices, and the amount and payment of their salaries. 


He has erected a multitude of New Offices, and sent hither swarms of 
Officers to harass our people, and eat out their substance. 


He has kept among us, in times of peace, Standing Armies without the 
consent of our legislatures. 


He has affected to render the Military independent of and superior to 
the Civil power. 


He has combined with others to subject us to a jurisdiction foreign to 
our constitution and unacknowledged by our laws; giving his Assent 
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to their Acts of pretended Legislation: 
For quartering large bodies of armed troops among us: 


For protecting them, by a mock Trial, from punishment for any Murders 
which they should commit on the Inhabitants of these States: 


For cutting off our Trade with all parts of the world: 

For imposing Taxes on us without our Consent: 

For depriving us, in many cases, of the benefits of Trial by Jury: 
For transporting us beyond Seas to be tried for pretended offences: 


For abolishing the free System of English Laws ina neighbouring Prov- 
ince, establishing therein an Arbitrary government, and enlarging its 
Boundaries so as to render it at once an example and fit instrument for 
introducing the same absolute rule into these Colonies: 


For taking away our Charters, abolishing our most valuable Laws, and 
altering fundamentally the Forms of our Governments: 


For suspending our own Legislatures, and declaring themselves in- 
vested with power to legislate for us in all cases whatsoever. 


He has abdicated Government here, by declaring us out of his Protec- 
tion and waging War against us. 


He has plundered our seas, ravaged our Coasts, burnt our towns, and 
destroyed the lives of our people. 


He is at this time transporting large Armies of foreign Mercenaries to 
complete the works of death, desolation and tyranny, already begun 
with circumstances of Cruelty and perfidy scarcely paralleled in the 
most barbarous ages, and totally unworthy the Head of a civilized 
nation. 


He has constrained our fellow Citizens taken Captive on the high Seas 
to bear Arms against their Country, to become the executioners of their 
friends and Brethren, or to fall themselves by their Hands. 


He has excited domestic insurrections amongst us, and has endeavoured 
to bring on the inhabitants of our frontiers, the merciless Indian Sav- 
ages, whose known rule of warfare, is an undistinguished destruction 
of all ages, sexes and conditions. 
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In every stage of these Oppressions We have Petitioned for Redress in 
the most humble terms: Our repeated Petitions have been answered only 
by repeated injury. A Prince whose character is thus marked by every 
act which may define a Tyrant, is unfit to be the ruler of a free people. 


Nor have We been wanting in attentions to our British brethren. We 
have warned them from time to time of attempts by their legislature to 
extend an unwarrantable jurisdiction over us. We have reminded them 
of the circumstances of our emigration and settlement here. We have 
appealed to their native justice and magnanimity, and we have conjured 
them by the ties of our common kindred to disavow these usurpations, 
which would inevitably interrupt our connections and correspondence. 
They too have been deaf to the voice of justice and of consanguinity. 
We must, therefore, acquiesce in the necessity, which denounces our 
Separation, and hold them, as we hold the rest of mankind, Enemies 
in War, in Peace Friends. 


We, therefore, the Representatives of the united States of America, in 
General Congress, Assembled, appealing to the Supreme Judge of the 
world for the rectitude of our intentions, do, in the Name, and by the 
Authority of the good People of these Colonies, solemnly publish and 
declare, That these United Colonies are, and of Right ought to be Free 
and Independent States; that they are Absolved from all Allegiance to 
the British Crown, and that all political connection between them and 
the State of Great Britain, is and ought to be totally dissolved; and that 
as Free and Independent States, they have full Power to levy War, con- 
clude Peace, contract Alliances, establish Commerce, and to do all other 
Acts and Things, which Independent States may of right, do. - And for 
the support of this Declaration, with a firm reliance on the protection 
of divine Providence, we mutually pledge to each other our Lives, our 
Fortunes and our sacred Honor. 


Ladies and gentlemen, that concludes this year’s time-honored recitation of 
one of humankind’s greatest documents. Let us pray that the freedom and de- 
mocracy that was born on this date continues to spread throughout the world, 
so that our brave service men and women will be able to come home soon from 
their hazardous duties on the other side of the globe. 
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On behalf of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, 
the Mayor and the people of Boston, we wish you a happy and safe Fourth of 
July. Have fun, enjoy yourselves in our fair city, and God bless America!

CATHEDRAL OF THE PINES ~ Rindge, New Hampshire 
September 6, 2008 


A 200-acre natural sanctuary, Cathedral of the Pines is a national me- 
morial dedicated to honor all American men and women, military and 
civilian, who lost their lives in wars. Located in the rolling hills of New 
Hampshire, the “cathedral without walls,” is open to all faiths and 
contains many unique stone shrines, altars, and gardens. 


Among these is the Altar of the Nation, comprised of stones that come 
from every state in America and from various battlefields around the 
world. The Altar also includes stone tributes from every President, be- 
ginning with Harry Truman, as well as from the five-star commanders 
of the Army, the Navy and the Air Force. 


On a vista overlooking Mount Monadanock, Captain Commanding 
Jerome V. Sweeney II unveiled and dedicated a plaque on behalf of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts on the 
pulpit of The Altar of Nations. 


Fifty-six (56) members and guests participated in the Memorial Celebra- 
tion and Plaque Dedication event chaired by LT Eric Sigillo.

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PRESIDENTS’ DAY LUNCHEON 
Remarks by: 
Captain Jerome V. Sweeney II 
The significance of this particular Presidents’ Day in 2009. 


Last month we celebrated the Inauguration of Barack Obama as our 44" 
President of the United States. Think about that for a moment. In our 
history as a democratic republic we have peacefully transferred power 
44 times in 220 years. That's pretty amazing. 


This month marks the 200" anniversary of perhaps our most effective 
president, Abraham Lincoln. During his tenure as President this man 
of humble beginnings saw the dissolution of the Union, served as 
Commander-in-Chief during America’s most horrific and bloody war, 
oversaw the dissolution of the abomination of slavery and put in place 
the restoration of the Union based on the principals of the Declaration 
of Independence. Who knows how the process of reconstruction may 
have gone had he lived to serve his second term and put into practice 


the goals of his second Inaugural address “too bind up the nation’s 
wounds,”

emancipated and granted on paper the rights to “life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness.” Alas, the struggle to fulfill that promise was 
delayed and tortured as we evolved year by year to continue to bind 
up the nation’s wounds and try to fulfill the idea that “all men are cre- 
ated equal.” We daily struggle to overcome our baser human instincts 
and live the ideals of brotherhood, but we have made great progress. 


How fitting that in this year, the 200" anniversary on Abraham Lincoln’s 
birth we have come so far toward the elusive goal of “equality of op- 
portunity” with the inauguration of Barack Obama as our 44" President 
of the United States. Our individual politics may agree or disagree with 
Mr. Obama’s, but we celebrate his Presidency, we fervently hope as loyal 
Americans, that this man of modest beginnings might be successful as 
he begins the Herculean struggle of leading ALL Americans through 
these difficult times. 


Let us never forget that the fulfillment of America’s promise is within 
each and every one of us. The President, whom ever he or she, and

us Americans must work together to fulfill this country’s potential. We 
must preserve the Union of states, the Union of people of all races and 
creeds, the Union of economic classes, the Union of American citizen- 
ship to fulfill the promise of our pledge: “one nation, under God, with 
liberty and justice for all.”

PRESIDENTS’ DAY LUNCHEON ~ KEYNOTE SPEAKER 


Excerpts from the speech presented by 
MG JOSEPH C. CARTER 
Adjutant General of the Commonwealth 


Today’s luncheon, honoring the past Presidents of the United States, 
comes at a unique moment in our Nation’s history. When I joined the 
National Guard many years ago, little did I, or anyone else, imagine that 
one day our Nation would change so dramatically that Commanders- 
in-Chief of the military we serve, federal and state, would be African 
Americans and that I would serve them as the first African American 
Adjutant General of the Commonwealth. But that sense of making his- 
tory, and being participants in history shouldn’t come as a surprise to 
any member of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company: we count 
four United States Presidents among our membership: James Monroe, 
Chester Alan Arthur, Calvin Coolidge, who had the distinction of being 
the Commander-in-Chief of both the Commonwealth and the Nation, 
and, of course, John EF. Kennedy. Perhaps our organization will continue 
to make history by eventually accepting our new President into that 
honored group. 


Thave been asked today to inform you of the state of the Massachusetts 
National Guard. As we enter the eighth year of the Global War on Ter- 
ror, the MANG has been at the forefront of our Nation’s war effort. All 
told, every one of our 8,300 soldiers and airmen has been deployed in 
some capacity in support of the federal military mission, both at home 
and abroad. Over 6,000 service members have deployed to Iraq, Af- 
ghanistan, Kosovo, Africa and elsewhere, and some units and members 
have deployed multiple times. 


We have paid a price for our commitment: Eleven (11) members of the 
Massachusetts National Guard have died during deployments, and 
three (3) have been killed in action: MAJ Jeffrey Calero was killed by 
an IED in Afghanistan, SGT Michael Kelley died in a rocket attack in 
Afghanistan, and just two weeks ago our service buried SPC Matthew 
Pollini of Rockland, Massachusetts, who died in an M-RAP vehicle roll 
over while on a mission near al-Kut, Iraq. Those service members and 
their families have sacrificed on behalf of our Nation, and I ask that you 
keep them in your hearts and prayers. 
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It is our organization’s unequalled commitment to excellence that has 
characterized and sustained our service across more than four centu- 
ries and in virtually every military action our Nation has undertaken. 
Whether mustering on the Salem Common in 1636, rallying at the Old 
North Bridge in 1776 or responding to a massive ice storm in 2008, the 
MANG is the living embodiment of American military proficiency and 
will remain so. 


Our recent past speaks well of our efforts. Since assuming the role of 
TAG in September 2007, I am pleased that our soldiers and airmen have 
displayed a continued and increasing commitment to excellence as a 
shared common value. We have made great organizational strides and 
our performance in the past year has been unequalled in recent history: 


In speaking to our efforts to maintain and improve the quality of life 
for our soldiers and airmen, we have worked hard this past year to 
upgrade our facilities: 


Perhaps our greatest effort in the area of infrastructure improvement is 
the initiation of our relocation of JFHQ from our present location to a 
new state of the art facility at Hanscom AFB in Bedford. While the move 
is not to be completed for nearly three years, in fact the important legis- 
lative, budgetary and logistical effort to facilitate the move is underway. 
The new JFHQ will offer: A strategic partnership with Hanscom AFB 
strengthens both the MANG‘s state and federal mission. Hanscom also 
offers Soldiers and Airmen military support services such as housing, 
medical care, commissary and Base Exchange, to name a few. 


Most importantly, a new JFHQ at Hanscom will enable the MANG to 
truly live up to its mission to train as a joint operational force. 


In the area of Personnel and Operations, 2008 saw substantial successes 
and advancements. 


All told, 2008 was a year of progress and success for the MANG. We 
have met the challenge of our service, performed our missions, defended 
our Nation and served our Commonwealth. The National Guard, here 
and across the Nation, is an integral component of the Total Force of 
our military, comprising nearly half of the troops and airmen serving 
throughout the world. Even as I speak to you now, approximately 350 
MANG citizen soldiers and airmen are deployed overseas. I know you 
join me in keeping them and their families in your thoughts and prayers. 
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While our recent efforts have been successful, we are not content. 
Organizations are not successful by happenstance. Each milestone 
reached, every goal achieved and every successful mission is grounded 
in planning, research and strategic thinking. It is in keeping with the 
Army’s and Air Force’s goal of delivering ever improving value to the 
organization and improvement of our organizational effectiveness that I 
have committed to the creation of a strategic plan to ensure that MANG 
continues its leadership role in the NGB and lays a foundation for sus- 
tained, quantifiable success in all areas of readiness and performance. 


Our strategic planning effort is as much the construction of a business 
model as it is the creation of a creative and successful military organi- 
zation. Both federal and state level budgets, upon which we rely, are 
stressed under the weight of the national and local economic environ- 
ment. Therefore, it is imperative that we make our operations lean and 
productive, so much so that our civilian leadership will see the Guard 
as their best investment for consistently high returns. 


Our strategy to plan, measure and improve, however well intended, 
cannot succeed unless built on the solid foundation of organizational 
mission, vision and values. 


As to Mission: Massachusetts National Guard’s primary mission is two 
fold, first, to maintain a trained, well equipped and ready force to sup- 
port the federal military mission, wherever and whenever called upon 
to do so. Second, to meet the state mission to have a trained, ready 
force prepared to respond to civil emergencies when so ordered by the 
Governor of the Commonwealth. We will be active in contributing to 
the vitality and livability of the communities of the Commonwealth, 
bearing in mind at all times that we are a community based organiza- 
tion, drawing our soldiers from the very communities that we serve. 
Moreover, we must maintain a quality of life focused and values based 
support for all service members and their families. Finally, we will 
remain committed to excellence in all we do and remain dedicated to 
perpetuating the soldier/citizen/patriot ethos that is at the core of our 
service to the Commonwealth and nation, all the while adhering to the 
highest levels of organizational effectiveness and efficiency. 


Vision: My vision for MANG is that of a joint force existing as the pre- 
miere and primary guardians of freedom, justice and democracy, both at 
home and abroad. We will perform competently to execute our federal 
and state missions professionally and ethically, valuing loyalty to the 
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Nation and Commonwealth with a sustained support for diversity in 
our workforce; and the highest level of organizational efficiency in the 
workplace and maximizing the use of alternative energy and green tech- 
nology. This vision will perpetuate our rich legacy as the Nation’s first 
and finest NG force. Our vision, once realized, will make the MANG 
the premiere service of choice for new enlistees, prior service members 
who want to continue their service and, most importantly, the service 
where our current soldiers want to remain and advance. 


In terms of values - we are values driven services. There are seven Army 
values that guide all soldiers: Loyalty, Duty, Respect, Selfless Service, 
Honor, Integrity and Courage; moreover, airmen in the Air Guard live by 
the values of the United States Air Force: Integrity First, Service Before 
Self, and Excellence in All We Do. We will also make the commitment 
to accountability, to protect our rich legacy, to maintain a “drug free” 
work place and to create and live ina “committed to excellence” culture. 


The mission, vision and values of the MANG are predicated upon the 
fact that the National Guard paradigm has fully and finally shifted from 
that of a “strategic” reserve force to that of an operational reserve. The 
National Guard is now unarguably an integral component of the total 
military force at every level. There is no question but that the federal 
military mission is not simply supported by the National Guard; it is 
dependent upon the National Guard: fully half of the operational forces 
carrying out the Global War on Terror are National Guard Troops. We 
have trained for this mission, we have met this mission and, above all 
else, as stated earlier, we have sacrificed for this mission. They were 
citizen soldiers in the truest sense of the word, and we cannot, we will 
not forget them. Rather, we will continue to build a military organiza- 
tion that will live up to and honor their service, and that of all who have 
given their lives for our country. 


Our strategic planning effort, in addition to attracting and retaining the 
best people; motivating and inspiring our force; answering the call of 
the Nation and contributing to the vitality of our Commonwealth and 
its municipalities, grants us the unique opportunity to inspire, motivate 
and educate our colleagues from the fifty-four (54) National Guard 
jurisdictions, making Massachusetts the leading location for advance- 
ment in military science as it already is in virtually every other facet of 
higher education. 


For example: in June 2008 we witnessed the dedication of the newest 
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and most advanced facilities in the Nation for training troops prior to 
mobilization: The MAJ Jeffrey Calero MOUT site and the SGT Michael 
Kelly FOB on the MMR. Those facilities, in addition to the tactical train- 
ing sites that are already on line, contribute to the relevance of the MMR 
and, properly marketed, make it as desirable a training destination as 
any in the country. 


Moreover, as we build on our strategic vision by building a homeland 
security and defense training facility, as well as state of the art modern 
conference center and hotel accommodations, there is no doubt that 
NGB, 1* Army, and our Department of Defense will recognize and uti- 
lize MMR as a relevant, vital and indispensable component in defense 
our Nation's defense and homeland security strategy. 


At its core, a strategic plan is a mechanism for senior leaders to learn 
how to mentor subordinates and educate ourselves on the processes, 
systems and technologies that will most efficiently contribute to our 
mission and ensure continuity of operations for those who succeed us 
as the National Guard leaders of the near and distant future. Today, we 
plan not for ourselves alone, but for those just beginning their commit- 
ment to the National Guard, those who have yet to commit, perhaps 
even for those who are not yet born. 


We are the beneficiaries of a centuries old legacy of service, sacrifice 
and courage; a tradition that freed our Nation from colonial domina- 
tion; ended the indentured servitude of one race of people by another; 
saved the free world from tyranny in two great world wars and now, 
defends our homeland from the threat of terrorism. At the same time, as 
stewards of that tradition, we have the opportunity to build our service 
further so that our descendants in uniform will not merely be as good 
as we are, but with the inspiration of our service and the benefit of the 
organization we leave them, to be better than us. 


Thank you again for granting me the privilege and opportunity to 
speak today; God bless the AHAC, the Commonwealth of MA and the 
Nation.

CPT Jerome Sweeney's Washington D.C. and Antietam trip of 4 days and 
3 nights was jammed packed with events and historic tours. Although 
credit was given to friends, military personnel and a few Congressmen 
for their assistance, Co-Chairman CDR Frank Pierce and LT John Mitch- 
ell did an exemplary job bringing the historic trip to fruition 


Muster was at Camp Curtis Guild, Reading, the motor coach departed at 
7:00 a.m. loaded with enough provisions and beverages to feed a large 
army. After a quick stop in Worcester, the contingent of 35 men settled 
in for the 8 hour trip to the Hyatt Regency Hotel in Arlington Virginia. 


As a proud marine and veteran of the Korean conflict, CPT Sweeney 
requested the inclusion of several places and things to showcase and 
demonstrate the proud tradition of the USMC. There are no ex-marines 
or former marines....”Once a Marine, Always a Marine” 


Trip highlights and tours included 


National Museum of the Marine Corps, Triangle, Virginia where 
they were graciously greeted by COL Richard Camp USMC. (R). The 
Museum was spectacular with galleries, using multimedia technology, 
taking visitors onto the beach at Iwo Jima, a frigid night watch against 
a possible attack in Korea, and a hot landing zone in Vietnam. Priceless 
artifacts, including the original flag raised on Iwo Jima, documentary 
films, combat art and recordings of Marines telling their own stories 
brought the wartime experiences of every marine to life. Vignettes bring 
to life Marines in action from colonial times through the current war on 
terror. The lush 3-acre Semper Fidelis Memorial Park with monuments 
and interwoven paths was a place of remembrance and reflection 


Overlooking the first floor of the museum with vintage aircraft hung 
overhead, dinner was in the Tunn Tavern, a replica of the original tavern 
located in Philadelphia where the USMC held it's first recruitment drive 
in 1775. SSGT Gerald Davidson, our own bagpiper, dressed in the ap- 
propriate ceremonial regalia, piped the call to dinner. The excellent guest 
speaker for the evening was LTGEN Richard “Tex” Brown USAF (R) 
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Arlington National Cemetery, Virginia —The cemetery situated on 
a hillside overlooking the Potomac River is home of The Tomb of 
America’s Unknown soldiers, a tribute to those who gave their lives 
in World War I, World War II, Korea and Vietnam. The monument is 
inscribed “Here Rests In Honored Glory An American Soldier Known 
But To God. The men observed the Changing of the Guard by specially 
trained members of the 3 United States Infantry (The Old Guard). The 
tomb is guarded 24/7 every day of the year 


Memorial wreath ceremonies were held at the gravesite of three past 
members of AHAC: President John F. Kennedy, and two Medal of 
Honor Recipients: SGT Charles Andrew MacGillivary, U.S. Army- 
France-1/1/1945 CAPT George Levick Street III, U.S. Navy- Coast of 
Korea-4/14/1945 


The Pentagon, Washington, DC — Headquarters of the Department of 
Defense, the building is one of the world’s largest office buildings and 
virtually a city in itself. LTGEN “Tex” Brown conducted a 3-hour tour, 
introduced several active duty generals, including Vice Chief of Staff 
of the Army, GEN Peter Chiarelli and LTGEN Duane Thiessen USMC, 
Deputy Commandant for Programs and Resources. LTGEN Brown led 
the group to the Memorial and Chapel dedicated to the victims of the 
terrorist attack on the Pentagon on September 11, 2001. With 3 times the 
floor space as the Empire State Building, the Pentagon has 17.5 miles of 
corridors. At the end of a private tour, not available to the public, the legs 
of most of the men felt as if they had walked every foot of the building. 


Old Ebbitt Grill, the oldest and most historic saloon in Washington was 
the site of the Friday evening dinner. Founded in 1856 and furnished 
in the Victorian style, Presidents, famous statesmen, and military per- 
sonnel have refreshed themselves at Old Ebbitt’s. Through the years, 
the saloon has amassed a vast collection of antiques and memorabilia. 


Following dinner, it was off to the USMC Barracks. Established in 1801, 
the Marine Barracks is the “Oldest Post of the Corps” and the residence 
of every Commandant of the Marine Corps since 1806. A close march to 
the Capitol, training of new officers and recruits were conducted here 
through the 19! century. It was here, John Philip Sousa, as director of 
the Marine Band wrote many of his immortal marches. 
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Seated in a VIP section, the group witnessed a spectacular perfor- 
mance by the Marine Drum and Bugle Corps, followed by a unique 
presentation by the 8'" & I Marine Corps Silent Drill Platoon 


The Day started with a walking tour through the United States Capitol. 
It is considered one of the most symbolically important and architec- 
turally impressive buildings in the nation. Fortunately, a rainstorm 
prevented its complete destruction when the British set fire to it in 1814 
during the War of 1812. Appointed in 1817, Boston architect, Charles 
Bullfinch redesigned major portions of the building, landscaping and 
decorations until 1829. Since that time the building has undergone 
several expansions, restorations and changes. 


Next on the schedule was a private tour through the Headquarters 
of The Supreme Council 33° Ancient & Acceptable Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry, The House of the Temple is a one-of-a-kind architectural 
masterpiece and houses an extensive library. Its architecture is an ad- 
aptation of the famous Mausoleum at Halicarnassus, one of the “Seven 
Wonders of the Ancient World.” It has been open for guided tours since 
it opened in 1915. 


Having worked up an appetite, lunch was at the Fort Myer Officers’ 
Club, one of the largest and most prestigious military clubs in the 
world. Arlington, Virginia resident and fellow Ancient, BG Rudolf 
“Rudi” Peksens was the guest speaker. Adjacent to the Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery, FT Myer is home to the, U.S. Army Band, the 3rd U. S. 
Infantry Regiment, “The Old Guard” and Caisson Platoon. They are the 
Army’s official ceremonial units and escort to the President. The group 
was treated to a tour of the stables, home of the majestic horses used 
to draw the caisson during official funerals at the Arlington National 
Cemetery. 


The gentlemen were given options for the evening: a tour of Washington 
Monuments, a visit to the Smithsonian Institute or the Spy Museum. 
However, it is possible that some mature members of the group escaped 
in search of a comfortable seat, catch their breath and rest. 


Sunday morning, after an early wake-up call, the motor coach departed 
Virginia...destination the Antietam National Battlefield in Sharps- 
burg, Maryland. The Battle of Antietam was the first major battle in 
the American Civil War to take place on Northern soil. Casualties were 
heavy on both sides. Twenty-three thousand (23,0000 soldiers were 
killed, wounded or missing after twelve hours of savage combat. More 
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Americans died on September 17, 1862 than on any other day in the na- 
tion’s military history. 


The 15" Massachusetts Infantry went into the Battle of Antietam with 
606 soldiers. 318 were killed or wounded on that horrific day, the high- 
est number for any Union regiment in the battle. CPT Sweeney placed 
a wreath at base of the 15" MA Infantry Monument that features a 
wounded lion carved in granite. Honors were given to our fallen fore- 
fathers and AHAC Bugler MSG Gerald Davidson played taps. After the 
ceremony, a National Park Service Ranger narrated an extensive tour of 
the Battlefields of Antietam. 


Heading home, a final stop at Baltimore's waterfront and nourishment at 
Phillips Seafood Restaurant. Known for it’s famous all-you-can-eat buf- 
fet, Co-Chairman, CDR Pierce stated, “our hungry contingent of Ancients 
made sure the restaurant lost money that day, while offering us a feast of 
alifetime.” Departing Baltimore at approximately 4:30 pm, the group ar- 
rived at Camp Curtis Guild at 1:00a.m...concluding an extraordinary trip.

May 22, 2009 - Mt Feake Cemetery, Waltham 


Each year, members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
lay a wreath on the grave of Civil War Veteran George H. Maynard 
(1836-1927), in remembrance of the first member of A&HAC awarded 
the Congressional Medal of Honor 


March 1898 - Major Maynard was awarded the Medal of Honor, for an 
act of heroism, as a Private in Company D, 13th Massachusetts Infan- 
try on December 13, 1862 at the Battle of Fredericksburg, Virginia. His 
citation reads “A wounded and helpless comrade, having been left on 
the skirmish line, this soldier voluntarily returned to the front under a 
severe fire and carried the wounded man to a place of safety.” 


A watchmaker by trade, Maynard also fought at the Battle of Antietam, 
considered to be the bloodiest single day of the Civil War.

December 7, 2008 — Faneuil Hall 


The City of Boston paid tribute to the survivors and the personnel losses 
of 2,402 killed and the 1,282 wounded during the military strike on the 
U.S, Naval Base, and Pearl Harbor, Hawaii. 


The attack by Japan and especially the surprise nature of it, on the 
morning of December 7, 1941, were both factors in changing U.S. pub- 
lic opinion from the isolationist position of the mid-30s to support for 
direct participation in the war. The following day Congress passed a 
formal Declaration of War against Japan and officially brought the US 
into World War II. President Roosevelt proclaim December 7... 


“a date which will live in infamy”.

AHAC participating in the Anniversary of the 
First Muster on Salem Common 
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372" ANNIVERSARY OF THE FIRST MUSTER 
April 4, 2009 ~ Salem, MA 


On Saturday, April 4, 2009 the Company participated in the 372 an- 
niversary of the first muster of the regiments on the Salem Common 
in Salem, MA. Events included: a ceremony honoring U.S. veterans, a 
parade to Salem Common, inspection of troops and a pass-in-review. 


Fearing attacks from the Pequot Tribal Nation, on December 13, 1636, the 
General Court of the Massachusetts Bay Colony ordered the organization of 
the Colony’s militia companies into three regiments: the North, South and 
East Regiments. All males between the ages of 16 and 60 were obligated to 
possess arms, participate in the defense of the community and maintain a high 
state of readiness. Drilling weekly, the Colonial militia provided nightly guard 
details to sound an alarm in the event of an Indian attack. The first muster of 
the East Regiment took place in Salem, Massachusetts in the spring of 1637. 

Today’s Army National Guard heritage can be traced back to this first muster.

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ANNUAL LANTERN CEREMONY 
“One If By Land, Two If By Sea” 
Old North Church ~ April 19, 2009 


In 1775, tension between the Colonists and the British Royal Government 
had been escalating for many months. To ensure British control and halt 
any rebellion, British troops were ordered to confiscate weapons throughout 
the countryside. Leaders of the Sons of Liberty heard of the secret plan and 
set about to alert their countrymen. 


On the evening of April 18, 1775, the Old North Church, the tallest build- 
ing in Boston at the time, became the site of the event that ignited the 
American Revolution. The church sexton, Robert Newman climbed the 
14-story steeple, in the dark, to hold two lit lanterns as a signal from Paul 
Revere that the British were matching to Lexington and Concord by sea 
and not by land. 


Sexton Newman’s loyalty to the Patriot cause was extraordinary as the 
majority of the congregation was loyal to the British King and many held 
Official positions in the royal government, including the Royal Governor 
of Massachusetts. 


Although the lanterns were hung for probably less than a minute, it was 
sufficient time to be seen by the Patriots and the British Troops. As New- 
man made his hasty retreat down the stairs, the British troops were already 
at the front door. 


On April 19, 2009, after the traditional Ringing of the Steeple Bells, members 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company took part in the opening 
portion of the Old North Church Annual Lantern Ceremony. Following 
CPT Jerome Sweeney and his wife Mary in the Entrance Procession were 
AHAC members and their guests: 


BG Joseph Milano PC, BG Emery Maddocks, BG Len Kondratiuk, 
COL Thomas Richter, LT John McCauley, LT Jack Tassinari.

Throughout the patriotic and impressive ceremony, the Old North Church 
Choir and the 1* Michigan Colonial Fife & Drum Corps filled the church 
with music and songs. 


The Director of the Old North Foundation, Robert L. Beal, delivered Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow’s poem, “Paul Revere’s Ride.” Written 80 years after 
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the ride, the poem is not factually accurate. It’s assumed Wadsworth took 
some liberties while composing the verses, possibly for dramatic effect. 
Regardless, his poem immortalized Paul Revere and the Old North Church 
ensuring them their place in American folklore, tradition and history. 


The Honorable Barney Frank, U.S. House of Representatives gave the main 
address. One theme in his speech was...we may disagree on policies, but 
we must honor the brave men and women called to service of the United 
States.At the close of the program, Elizabeth Goodnight, descendent of 
the family of Robert Newman, church sexton on April 19 1775, carried the 
lanterns up into the 14-story steeple. MA veteran, Sergeant Pete Rooney, 
U.S. Achilles Freedom Team of Wounded Veterans, who lost both his legs 
in Iraq, participated in the reenactment. 


Outside the church, two members of the National Lancers, a ceremonial 
cavalry troop of the Massachusetts Militia, mounted their horses and began 
the reenactment of the ride of Paul Revere and William Dawes, Jr. Although 
Paul Revere was captured, William Dawes, a 30-year-old tanner, eluded the 
Red Coats and completed his ride to alert the citizens of Concord.

PATRIOTS’ DAY OBSERVATIONS 
April 20, 2009 — Boston and Lexington 


Boston 
Under the leadership of CPT Sweeney, the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company served as a military escort for Mayor Thomas M. 
Menino during the Boston ceremonies. The raw, chilly weather didn’t 
deter fifty AHAC members from participating in the ceremonies com- 
memorating the start of the War Of Independence. 


Activities started with an 8:30 a.m. flag raising at City Hall Plaza, fol- 
lowed by a parade to King’s Chapel Burying Ground, to place a wreath 
on the tomb of Major William Dawes, a member of the Company, and 
it's Clerk, in 1789. The parade proceeded to the Old Granary Burial 
Ground to lay a wreath at the grave of one of the “Sons of Liberty,” 
patriot Paul Revere. The Company reformed and continued to parade 
to its completion at the Paul Revere Mall. The ceremonies concluded 
with the re-enactment of the famous midnight rides of Paul Revere and 
William Dawes. 


Lexington 
After a collation at the Armory, Faneuil Hall, CPT Sweeney and 48 
AHAC members traveled by motor coach from Boston to historical 
Lexington for an additional 234" Observance of Patriot’s Day and their 
second parade of the day. 


1775 ~ “Shot heard ‘round the world” 


The British column, consisting of 650-900 men, left Boston, crossed the 
Charles River and marched to Lexington and Concord. Just as the sun 
was rising on April 19, 1775, the British soldiers arrived at Lexington 
Green to find a small group of armed Militia in formation. Totally out- 
numbered, the members of the rebel militia were ordered to disperse 
by their leader, John Parker. 


Then a shot rang out...no one knew who fired first. Upon hearing the 
shot, the British fired on the militia, killing 8 and wounding 10 more. 


So started the first battle in the American Revolutionary War. 
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HONOR GUARD 
May 8, 2009 ~ Faneuil Hall 


At the request of Mayor Menino, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company provided an Honor Guard for a King, a Prince, a President 
and other officials at Boston’s welcoming reception for the Volvo Ocean 
Race on Friday May 8, 2009. 


CPT Jerome V. Sweeney II and Adjutant, COL Thomas E, Richter led 
the Honor Guard during a two-hour formation at the reception hosted 
in the Great Hall of Faneuil Hall. The AHAC Color Guard provided 
additional pomp and ceremony. 


The King of Sweden, Carl XVI Gustaf Honorary Chairman of the World 
Organization of the Scout Movement was in Boston to accept a donation 
of 3 million dollars from Minister of Education, Saudi Arabia, Prince 
Faisal bin Abdullah bin Mohammed. Both the King and the Prince are 
actively involved in the WOSM Foundation to encourage and expand 


scouting worldwide. Their meeting coincided with the Volvo Ocean 
Race. 


Having finished the sixth leg of the voyage of the Volvo Ocean Race, 
seven competing vessels were in Boston Harbor for an in-port race. The 
nine-month race began in Alicante, Spain, in October 2008 and ends in 
St Petersburg, Russia, in late June 2009. Racing day and night, often 
for more than 30 days at a time, the teams will sail over 37,000 nauti- 
cal miles of the world’s most treacherous seas. Each ship is manned by 
11 professional crew members with skills and endurance. In addition 
to their sailing roles, two sailors have medical training, and there is a 
sailmaker, an engineer and a media specialist within each crew. 


The President of Valencia, an autonomous community in Spain, Fran- 
cisco Camps, was in Boston to meet with Volvo Ocean Race officials to 
sign the final agreement to start the next three races (2011, 2014, 2017) 
from Alicante, a southern port of the Valencia region. 
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LAFAYETTE DAY 
May 20, 2009 ~ State House & Boston Common 


CPT Sweeney and BG Joseph Milano PC, along with other AHAC 
members, attended a celebration of French-American friendship, held 
in Boston on May 20, 2009. The 74th Annual Marquis de Lafayette 
Day activities paid homage to General Lafayette (1757-1834). Called 
the Hero of Two Worlds, Lafayette, a French military officer, fought 
against England in the American Revolution. Lafayette served in the 
Continental Army at the side of General George Washington, serving 
as his aide-de-camp. 


At the State House ceremony, the AHAC Color Guard marched and 
presented the colors of the US and France in Doric Hall. Francois 
Gauthier, the Consul General of France in Boston, conferred the Légion 
d’Honneur, France's highest distinction on four American Veterans who 
participated in the liberation of France during World War IL. 


Ancient member, SSG Franklin Simon, a hero of D-Day and the Libera- 
tion of France spoke about the courage and valour of General Lafayette. 
A previous recipient of the Légion d’Honneur, SSG Simon welcomed 
the four new members to the Order as fellow Chevaliers. 


Following the State House ceremony, the Color Guard of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts led the procession 
and honorees down the Lafayette Mall, which extends on the Boston 
Common from the State House to Tremont Street. 


A wreath-laying ceremony took place in front of the Lafayette Monu- 
ment. It was followed by the Regiments Saintonge and Bourbonnais 
firing their muskets on the Common. 


The final event on the Common, a Liberty Tree was dedicated, com- 
memorating the famous tree where the Sons of Liberty met in Boston 
in the 1760's. 


Upon Lafayette’s death in 1834, he was buried in Picpus Cemetery in 
Paris, under soil from the Revolutionary Battlefield of Bunker Hill.

May 22, 2009 — Cohasset, MA 


Weekend Memorial Day Observations in Cohasset started with the 
3rd Healing Field of Honor. The event was established to commemo- 
rate the lives lost on September 11, 2001, to honor all service men and 
women who have served or are currently serving in the military, and 
to remember those who sacrificed their lives to keep America strong 
and free. 


On a field of lush green grass overlooking the harbor, over 400 US 
flags waved atop 8ft poles in perfect rows, creating a striking patriot- 
ic visual; each flag donated by an individual or a family as a remem- 
brance tribute to a veteran.

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ANNUAL CHURCH SERMON 


A segment of the sermon delivered - Text provided by 


COL Edward D. McCabe, Chaplain 


The duties and role of a military chaplain have evolved dramatically over 
recent years. The Chaplain must forge relationships with local civic and 
political leaders as well as the indigenous religious leaders. The Chaplain 
is non-combatant, therefore, has great influence in promoting peace and 
understanding. But, perhaps, one of his most sacred duties is to participate 
in the Memorial Services. 


In the theater, when a soldier has been killed, within 48/72 hours, a 
Memorial Service is conducted in the chapel, or a tent, or in the field. It 
is usually in the evening when the darkness offers additional security. A 
solemn event, all the soldiers walk to the chapel in silence. The order of 
sequence follows accordingly: prayer by the Chaplain, remarks by the 
Commander, comments by the deceased soldier’s comrades, a musical 
meditation, and then ROLL CALL. The First Sergeant calls out: 


Sgt Johnson — “present”; Sgt James - “present”; 
Sgt Anderson. ..silence, Sgt Todd Anderson...silence, again 
Sgt Todd Jones Anderson.... silence 


Then immediately, the FIRING OF VOLLEYS and in the distance, TAPS. 
Each row of soldiers comes forward to the sanctuary area — Where the 
memorial is set in place. It consists of the soldier’s helmet, weapon, boots, 
identification tags and a photograph. One by one each soldier comes 
forward and renders a salute. It is the Fort Myer Old Guard, 8 second 
Memorial Salute! Everyone leaves the Chapel in silence and this concludes 
a very emotional, moving tribute to a fallen comrade who has made the 
ultimate sacrifice. 


In recent weeks, Pope Benedict XVI, visited the Holy Lands as a Pilgrim 
of Peace to foster inter-religious dialogue and co-operation between the 
Jewish, Muslim and Christian traditions. He visited sites where God 
intervened in human history. For example, when God spoke with Moses, 
and when Jesus was born in Bethlehem. When the people, in their need, 
called out to God he heard their cry. 


As we remember the past and pray for and along with today’s soldier, 
perhaps, God will hear our call and save our youth from the violence of 
war and hatred.

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DRUMHEAD ELECTION ON BOSTON COMMON 


Following the service at the Cathedral of St Paul, members of the 
Company, dignitaries and marching units proceeded to Boston Common 
for the symbolic election ceremony held on June Day. For 371 years, the 
format of the Changing of Command has remained almost exactly the 
same. Since 1638, the Drumhead Election has taken place on the parade 
grounds of the Boston Common. 


In parade position, CPT Jerome V. Sweeney II, led his troops, for the 
last time as Captain Commander, in front of guests and dignitaries in 
the reviewing stand. BG Emery A. Maddocks, Jr served as Narrator for 
the inspection of the troops, ceremony and election procedures. 


The men of the Salute Battery of the 101" Field Artillery, Massachusetts 
National Guard were in position for four separate firing. The first firing 
was a 19-gun salute, rendering honors to the Governor of Massachusetts. 
His representative, the Lt Governor Timothy Murray proceeded to walk 
the line, inspecting the troops, escorted by CPT Sweeney. 


Although an official election was conducted in May, the symbolic 
election is staged on June Day. After the troops formed into a “square” 
surrounding the drumhead, the Sergeants distributed, collected and 
deposited the ballots on the drumhead.

Captain Sweeney: Before turning the microphone over to our speaker for 
the evening, I'd like add a few words of my own. After reading the Brigadier 
General's extensive bio in the program and spending some time with him today, 
it is obvious to me.... Basically, he has done it all! 


He’s 100 percent pure Marine. His father was a Marine and his mother was 
a Marine. It doesn’t get better than that. He has had two orders to Iraq and 
one to Afghanistan. Four vehicles have blown up under him with all the other 
passengers either maimed or dead. We have the survivor, Brigadier General 
Johnson. 


Thank you for inviting me on the occasion of the 371" Anniversary of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, as a 
native son of Massachusetts, it is an honor and privilege. My buddies 
at the Pentagon are very envious I’m here tonight. 


First, my congratulations to Major Mike Downing assuming command 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery and a special thanks to a former 
Marine, my esteemed colleague, and now good friend, Jerry Sweeney. 
I want to thank Jerry for hosting this weekend. 


As Jerry mentioned, my father and mother were both Marines and I 
was born in Camp Lejeune, North Carolina, so I didn’t have much of a 
choice besides going into the Marine Corps. 


Having grown up in the Marine Corps, I recognized the accomplishments 
so many of you have achieved in the military; it’s quite a distinguished 
crowd. Earlier today, I listened to Jerry, talk about serving Korea as 
a young PFC in Able Company, while other US troops were pulling 
back, his 1* Marine Regiment dug in on the front line to slow up the 
advancement of the Chinese and Republic of Korea troops. He vividly 
remembered COL Chesty Puller, eventually the most decorated Marine 
soldier, stopping at every foxhole to cheer them up and to say goodbye. 
The Colonel didn’t expect any of them would survive the night. Jerry 
escaped that battle unscathed, but was wounded at a later engagement. 
I'm humbled to stand next to a warrior like Jerry Sweeney. God Bless 
you, Jerry, for what you did for us. 
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I'm proud to be from Massachusetts and I’m also proud to represent you 
all down in Washington, D.C. Today was a great day to be in Boston, 
but I’m glad I wasn’t here two years ago when it was raining like hell! 


When you are a Marine, you're a soldier fighting for our great country. 
Tonight I see many soldiers in the audience. You should be very proud 
most of you have served your country; you’ve earned your citizenship. 
Today, less than one (1) percent of our country defends our nation. 


Currently we have some trials and tribulation: General Motors filing 
for bankruptcy, my stock portfolio of mutual funds is out the window. 
I'm hoping some of you can help me with that problem before I leave 
tonight. However, I still live in the greatest country on the earth. 


Tonight I’m speaking as a Marine and as Director of Operations. My 
position is almost like being Officer of the Day for the whole Marine 
Corps. Now, some speakers need to make up stories or tell a joke to 
begin their talk, but I don’t have to. I hear every story and about every 
incident that goes in the Marine Corps from my guys. It’s kind of like 
being the principal of a school: you hear it all. 


This incident involves a Marine just back from two Iraq tours I couldn't 
quite believe it myself, but it is an honest-to-God true story, on my mom's 
grave. The Marine returns as a sergeant and heads back to college. I'm 
not going to name the college, but you'll probably read about it. 


There is a house party at the college. Our Marine Sergeant, a pretty big 
guy who stands out in a crowd, is having a pretty good time. All of a 
sudden, the front door is busted down and two guys, with guns, come 
racing in: it’s a home invasion. 


Once inside the house, the intruders spot one guy standing above all 
and one of them said, “No Way! We ain't leaving this guy loose while 
we clean the house out.” One robber instructs the other, “Lock him up 
in the closet.” So they locked the Marine in the closet while they attempt 
to rob everybody blind. 


Within about three minutes, the Marine kicked down the closet door and 
came out with two 9 mm’s. He drills and kills them both. No charges 
were filed. The moral of the story is: check the closet before you put a 
Marine in. Upon returning home, the Marine wanted to make sure his 
guns were safe, so he locked them in the closet, double locked them and 
placed the ammo in there as well, and this is what happened. 
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What is fighting like today, and what are your Marine soldiers and 
sailors doing? If you were in World War II, Korea or Vietnam, you fought 
and know that fighting is tough. Today, probably one of the toughest 
jobs assigned to my guys is duty at a vehicle checkpoint. There are 
many soldiers from the great state of Massachusetts who have or are 
currently manning dangerous vehicle checkpoints overseas. 


I had two Marines, Corporal Yale from 2"! Battalion, 8" Marines and 
Lance Corporal Haerter from 1" Battalion, 9" Marines guarding a 
checkpoint outside Ramadi, Iraq. It was a normal dusty morning, all ofa 
sudden they saw a dump truck coming down through their checkpoint 
at a high rate of speed and they knew exactly what it was. They were 
guarding the main entrance into a Joint Security Station with 50 Marines 
and Iraqi policemen inside. 


Both Corporal Yale, with a Squad Automatic Weapon light machine 
gun and Lance Corporal Haerter with just his M-16, engaged with their 
weapons. They killed the driver, but not until after the driver hit the 


detonating switch blowing up Lance Corporal Haerter, an immediate 
death. 


Corporal Yale fought for his life for three days before succumbing to 
his wounds. 


Both Marines were awarded the Navy Cross, the second-highest award 
for a Marine and it just goes to typify what our Soldiers, Sailors and 
Marines are doing today. Now, whether in Iraq or Afghanistan, this 
Story is repeated over and over and over again. 


From time to time, I go to Walter Reed or Bethesda Hospital to visit our 
Marines who have lost an arm or a leg or more. One day I happened 
to run into a Marine from 3" Battalion, 1* Marines. He had lost both 
legs, one leg below the knee, one leg above the knee and had just been 
fitted for his prosthetics. A good-looking kid, his chest was scarred up 
from all the IV’s he had received. 


Isaid to him, “Corporal how are you feeling?” He replied, “Sir, not too 
bad. Ijust taught myself to walk and in three weeks I’m going to run the 
Army 10-miler.”And he did!! To motivate himself, he challenged a few 
other guys in the ward and off they went. I’m here to tell you, we have 
a great generation of young men and women serving in the military. 
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My little girl texted me while I’ve been in Boston. Now, I’m sure most 
of you can text, but I can barely talk ona cell phone. I thought if I gave 
my daughter unlimited minutes on the phone, she‘d be all right. I didn’t 
put money into the texting thing because I didn’t know what it was. 
$772. dollars later, after receiving my first phone bill, I realized I have 
to get that unlimited texting thing too. 


But that is the generation that we live in. 


Our men and women are terrific and I’m here to tell you, they have and 
are serving our country well. Since 9/11, they have served full tours, 
often with three to four tours in Iraq and Afghanistan. Today most of 
them are going to college. This afternoon, I just received a message 
from SGT Patterson, a senior down at the University of Texas. He is the 
President of the Student Union Society and he can’t wait to get back 
in the field. 


You think we had the greatest generation? The U.S. sent 1.2 million 
of the finest young men and women, our country had to offer, to war. 
Upon their return they are attending college and as they graduate they 
are ready to lead our country. I tell you, we are in good hands, ladies 
and gentlemen. 


I don’t usually make political announcements, but I’m going to make an 
exception this evening. I want to thank Senator Jim Webb for what he 
did for us. You may not know it, but Senator Webb sponsored the Post 
9/11 GI Bill. With this bill, on the first of August, every brave soldier, 
sailor and airman on active duty will have $80,000 to go to college. 


Let me take you one step further. This bill has provisions for senior 
veterans who probably could not afford the college education that many 
of us received. It provides for a transfer to the spouse and children, if 
the Marine, soldier or sailor does not use it. Now, that is an investment 
in our people. 


We have been at war for a long time; we've fought longer than World 
War II, chances are you are wondering what the morale is like out there. 


Come February, the Marine Corps will be pulling out of Iraq. The 
Army is going to leave about five bases there and about 50,000 people. 
However, I know you have seen in the news, a decision has been made 
for us to return to Afghanistan due to the situation there and what is 
taking place in Pakistan. 
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You would think the morale would be pretty low for our young men 
and women after fighting for so many years in a row. But, I’m here to 
tell you, outside my door, on a normal day, I have between 25 to 30 
Marines standing there trying to get their butt over to Afghanistan. The 
morale today is higher than it has ever been. 


We decided we wanted to grow the Marine Corps in five years to 27,000 
Marines. Congress said: “You'll never do it. Nobody wants to join the 
Marine Corps.” Because we have the highest casualty rate right now, 
they assumed we'd have to pay all kinds of bonuses to entice young 
recruits. 


The United States Marine Corps grew to 27,000 Marines in two anda 
half years. Everyone is making it out of his or her first enlistment and the 
reenlistment rates are off the charts. Recruitment some days, especially 
in Massachusetts, is halted early because we have so many Marines 
waiting to go down to Boot Camp. We have no morale problem. We 
are a great country, and we are willing to defend our Nation. 


I want to thank you for having me here tonight. It is an honor to be in 
this hall. For a kid from Duxbury, while growing up, never thought he’d 
be able to stand in front of you all and talk tonight, this is an absolute 
privilege. I thank you. Thank you for what you do in supporting our 
country and for what you did today, in keeping tradition alive. I salute 
you.

FINANCE COMMITTEE REPORT 2008-2009 


In accordance with the COMPANY RULES &REGULATIONS (309G), 
the Finance Committee prepared the budget for the year 2008-2009, 
submitted it to the company and it was approved on April 7,2008, by 
voice vote. The dues were established to be $660.00 for the year. 


The budgeting process reviewed submitted and continuing expenses 
in the areas of Captain Commanding, Paymaster, Personal Adjutant 
& Clerk, Finance Committee, Military Museum & Library, June Day, 
Quartermaster, and Membership Recruitment. Estimated Expenses for 
the 2008-2009 was budgeted at $448,000. Permanent Fund contribution 
and Members Dues would be used to fund these expenses for the year. 


The Finance Committee met for eight business meetings to handle other 
issues: set and approve budgets for the Fall Shoot, Lt.’s Ball, President's 
Day Luncheon, June Day and preliminary budget for the 3728° FFDTD. 
In the summer of 2008, the committee met with Captain Sweeney to 
prepare estimates necessary to defray expenses for the 3715’ FFDTD to 
Beijing, China and Bangkok, Thailand. 


Company Annual Records from the past that had not been published 
was an agenda item for the Captain Commanding this year. Much ac- 
tivity took place between the Finance Committee, Past Captains and 
the printer. This project is ongoing. 


The committee engaged a Public Accountant to examine the accounts 
annually under rule 309, and submitted the final written fiscal report 
to the Company under rule 3091, in their capacity as Trustees of the 
various funds controlled by the committee. 


In summary, the 2008-2009 year had many challenges due to difficult 
economic times, continuing budget issues, declining membership and 
rising expenses. For the year, the actual expenditure of funds was 
within the budget, all officers involved exercised excellent fiduciary 
responsibility. The year finished successfully due to the diligent work 
of the committee and cooperation between the Captain Commanding 
and the Committee.

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MILITARY SUPPORT COMMITTEE REPORT (MSC) 
2008-2009 


Between 4 August 2008 and 4 May 2009 the MSC had eight formal 
meetings with an average attendance of 11 present and 1.8 excused. 


The following activities resulted in positive action by the MSC: 


. Recommended the Company provide transportation during June Day 
from Faneuil Hall to the Tremont Street Church and on to the Change 
of Command for those unable to march in the parade. 


. Issue of allowing appointed Sergeants to wear their enlisted office or 
corps insignia on AHAC uniform was rejected. 


. The MSC approved proposed change to Rules and Regulations 
paragraph 604a that limits the wearing of citations on the right side 
of the uniform to a maximum of 4. 


. The MSC affirmed that wearing Cords must be in conformance to 
U.S. Army Regulations. 


. New paragraph 604d to Rules and Regulations, Authorized AHAC 
Decorations, establishes a criteria for authorizing future AHAC 
decorations was approved by the MSC 


A plaque honoring “Parachute” Bob Murphy was developed by the 
MSC to be presented to the town of Ste. Mer Egleise of Normandy 
during the 2009 FFTD by the Captain Commanding. 


7. The MSC reiterated that the rank displayed on the sleeve of the AHAC 


uniform reflect the highest rank attained by the member in Federal 
or Ancient Service.

As of May 31, 2008 the total amount of funds managed by the commit- 
tee was: $2,626,792.29. 

Included in that value is the Rioux Gift Fund, which as of the date 
amounted to: $220,361.20. 


For the period ending May 31, 2009 the equity values of both fund 
accounts were severely reduced accordingly: 
Permanent Fund portfolio value... $1,883,807.65 
Rioux Gift Fund portfolio Value ..... $150,336.01 
Totaling... $2,034,143.66 


The equity value loss for that time period was 22.71% for the perma- 
nent fund, and a 31.78 % for the Rioux gift fund. 


During this time period the financial and credit markets of the entire 
world suffered a severe recession almost as deep as the Great Recession 
of the 30's: most equity and bonds positions suffered major portfolio 
losses averaging 40% during this time period. 


Our losses although large, were better than the average mainly because 
of the due diligence of our committee, meeting at least every 2 months 
with our financial advisors, Emerson Investment Management, Inc. 


constantly reviewing with them our fund performances in view of the 
market chaos that we faced. 


Our permanent fund protocol which has always been a conservative 
investment portfolio with it’s primary goal of providing the company 
annual distributions to the Company held fast, and obviously was the 
best strategy to curtail our losses at a far lower percentage than most. 


We were proud to deliver a distribution of $100,121.90 to the Company 
this year even with such an adverse investment climate.

Seal first appeared in the Annual Records of 
1880 and was recorded in the rules and regula- 
tions in 1908.The official Corporate Seal of the 
Company is circular, one inch and fourteen 
sixteenths in diameter. In the center shield, or 
(gold). On the shield, a man in 1638 armor, 
grasping in the dexter (right) hand a halberd, the 
sinister (left) hand resting on the hilt of a sword, 
all proper colors. 


Above the shield a crest: a dexter (right) arm, vested (sleeve and cuff), 
azure (blue), grasping a sword to strike, hilt or (gold), blade argent 
(silver). The outer circle shall contain the name of the organization,” 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Co. Massachusetts.” The ground of the 
inner circle shall be azure (blue) and the date of the organization, “16” 
on the dexter (right) side and “38” on the sinister (left) side of the shield. 


COAT OF ARMS 


The Company Coat of Arms appears in the 
Annual Records in 1990 it’s description was 
printed in the Rules and Regulations in 1940. 
It is designed for ornamental and decora- 
tive uses. Shield of azure (blue): An ea gle 
displayed, argent (silver). Supporters, 
Dexter (right): An Indian, in dexter (right) 
hand a bow: in sinister (left) hand an ar- 
row, barb pointing down, all proper colors.

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THE ANCIENT AND HONORABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY 
OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Yesterday and Today 


Chartered in 1638, The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company was 
the first Military Company Chartered in the Western Hemisphere. It 
is third oldest chartered military organization in the world following 
the Guardia Svizzera Pontifica (Vatican Swiss Guard) chartered in 1506 
and the Honourable Artillery Company of London, chartered in 1537. 


Formation of the Company 


After the Pilgrims landed on Plymouth Rock in 1620, settlements 
increased and spread. At the time, protection from the Indians was a 
matter of serious consideration. Volunteer militia units were not trained, 
coordinated nor organized under any centralized authority. 


Many of the men had been members of the Honourable Artillery Com- 
pany in London, a military group. The military training they received in 
the London Company would lead them to forma similar organization. 
In 1637, a group of men from Boston petitioned the General Court to 
form a military company for instruction in discipline and tactics for 
existing and future militias. 


Their initial petition was refused due to political and religious reasons 
as well as a concern that the establishment of a military force might 
overthrow the civil power. However after some controversy, on March 
13, 1638, their second petition was granted. 17 years after the landing 
of the Pilgrims on Plymouth Rock, the Great and General Court of 
Massachusetts Bay and Governor John Winthrop granted the Military 
Company of Massachusetts a Charter. The grant allowed the new Com- 
pany to elect their own officers and they were given land in both New 
Hampshire and the western part of Massachusetts. 


First Election 


On the first Monday in June, following the signing of the Charter, an 
election of Officers was held on Boston Common, an open field leading 
down to the Charles River. It was a convenient place for them to cast 
their ballots on the head of the drum, which was placed in front of the 
Company. This voting tradition has been maintained through the years. 
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First Officers and Members 

Governor John Winthrop, the Reverend Cotton and military members of 
the Governor’s Council formed the reviewing party on that memorable 
day. Robert Keayne was elected Captain Commanding, Daniel Howe — 
Lieutenant and Joseph Weld - Ensign 


Members of the Company represented the social, civil, business, reli- 
gious and military life of the Colony. The members of the Company trod 
the field of every battlefield of New England: they fought for freedom, 
judged the courts, they pleaded at the bar, instituted town government, 
leveled forests and were active in settling the towns of the frontier. 


The founding members established missions, set standards and created 
traditions that are acknowledged and performed today. The Company 
provided an important source of manpower, leaders who served the 
Commonwealth and the country for over 300 years. 


Name of the Company Evolves 


Incorporated as The Military Company of Massachusetts, around 1690 
the militia was often referred to as the Artillery Company and the word 
Honorable was used along with Artillery. During an Election Day ser- 
mon, the preacher used the term “this ancient and honorable artillery” 
and the name has been used ever since. 


Today 

The Ancient and Honorable Company of Massachusetts is still organized 
as a militia of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. While there is no 
membership requirement to have served in the military, a great many of 
the members have done so and with distinction. Members currently on 
the rolls have served in every war from WWII to the present. Histori- 
cally, members of this Company have served in every Massachusetts 
colonial war and national conflict since 1638. 


With the creation of the National Guard and the federalization of offi- 
cer training in the early twentieth century, The Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company entered a new phase. The mission of the company 
evolved and was adjusted to a supportive role in preserving the historic 
and patriotic traditions of our city, Commonwealth and Nation. 
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Patriotism 

The Company participates and stands for the values of service to our 
nation, the Constitution and promoting our nation’s principles and 
beliefs upon which this country was founded. They are a patriotic 
organization. 


Service 

By Words, deeds and financial support, The Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company is committed to community service and military 
personnel. Individual members are known for their contributions and 
donation of their time and resources assisting churches, community 
activities and charitable organizations. 


Historic Preservation 


The company, in and of itself, is living history... keeping alive traditions 
and values dating to 1638 and before. They maintain a unique museum, 
open to the public, in their Armory in Faneuil Hall with displays of 
military uniforms, firearms, swords, artwork, artifacts, memorabilia, 
awards and other relics. 


International Goodwill and Friendships 


For over 100 years this Company has represented the Commonwealth 
and the Nation on numerous overseas trips all over this world. In 
1896 the Company sailed to England to visit the Honorable Artillery 
Company of London to forge and establish a renewed connection of 
friendship with their HAC comrades. 


In 1911 the Company left the Continent on their tour of duty to sail to 
Bermuda. 1954 would be the year that the Company flew for the first 
time, returning to England. Since 1952, most Fall Field Day Tours of 
Duty have taken place outside of the United States. The company has 
traveled extensively: Russia, South Africa, most countries in Europe, 
South America, Australia, Korea, Thailand, Austria, Slovakia, Iceland, 
as well as many of the Mediterranean and Scandinavian countries. 


During their FFDTD, they exchange military courtesies with the local 
militia or military unit. During their visit they recognize some out- 
standing symbol(s) of military significance, performing wreath-laying 
ceremonies and even install monuments in tribute to fallen comrades. 
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The Ancient and Honorable Artillery works with and contributes to the 
efforts of the Departments of State and Defense to further relationships 
with developed countries and develop new friendships with emerging 
democracies of Eastern Europe. 


Fraternal 

The Ancient and Honorable Company is a fraternal organization com- 
prised of men with common interests who enjoy each other’s company. 
They are men representing the living proof of the American dream. 
Their members represent many ethnic groups and religions. They are 
businessmen, soldiers, learned professionals, educators and clergy who 
share a love for each other, the Company and they strive to uphold the 
best traditions of those who went before them. 


Military Service and Support 


The Company is a military company in that it is organized as a mili- 
tia of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. They count among their 
members many military people, veterans and serving members of the 
Armed Forces of the United States. 


Historically, members of this Company have served in every Massachu- 
setts colonial war and national conflict since 1638. Members, currently 
on the roster of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Mas- 
sachusetts, have served in every war from WWII to the present as they 
continue to uphold the best traditions of those who went before them.

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HISTORICAL 


One might want to step back in time and consider the historical time line 
of the formation of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. The 
establishment of the Company, in Colonial America, was during a period 
of time requiring remarkable stamina, strength and foresight. Some- 
times it’s easy to forget the role and events the company participated 
in during the 150 plus years before America elected its first President. 


* December 2, 1620-The Mayflower Landed in Plymouth Harbor. 

* June 1630, area now called Boston was a wilderness. John Winthrop's 
Fleet of 11 Ships with 700 passengers landed after a 9-week journey. 

* Settlers in Boston area were predominately Puritans. Many were well- 
educated, wealthy, merchants, clergy and English government officials. 

* 1635- Robert Keayne arrived in Boston. 

* 1638-Charter granted to form the Military Company of Massachusetts 

* 1658 The Company acquired an armory in the new Town House. 

* 1746 The Company moved its headquarters into Faneuil Hall. 

* 1770-Boston Massacre ~ British troops fired on Bostonians 

* 1773-Boston Tea Party 

* 1775-First shots of the war fired in Lexington and Concord 

* 1776-Continental Congress voted for Declaration of Independence 

* 1781-After 6 years of war & battles the British surrendered in Virginia 

1783-American Independence recognized by the English 


* 151 years after the Charter of the AHAC - General George Washington 
was elected President on April 6, 1789 


ROBERT KEAYNE 


A founder and the 1* and 10" Captain Commander of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, Robert Keayne was born in Windsor, 
England in 1595. With a career interest in merchant tailoring, in 1615 
he moved to London where he was admitted into the membership of 
the Merchant Tailor Corporation. It was during this time period Robert 
Keayne joined the Honorable Artillery Company of London in 1623. 


In 1635, at the age of 40, he, his wife Ann and Benjamin, their 16-year- 
old son, sailed on the ship the “Defence” to America and the Colony of 
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Massachusetts. In Boston, Robert Keayne established a tailor shop and 
residence on the corner of what is now State and Washington Streets. 


Two years after his arrival in Boston, Keayne would be one of twenty- 
four men to petition the General Court of Massachusetts to establish a 
military organization. Their request was denied. However, they were 
successful the following year. In 1638, Governor Winthrop granted the 
Charter of the Military Company of Massachusetts and Robert Keayne 
was elected the 1st Commander of the Company. Captain Keane would 
again serve in 1647-48 as the Company’s 10'"* Commander. 


A prominent public figure, Robert Keayne was a town Selectman, 

a representative to the Massachusetts General Court from 1638 to 
1649 and was appointed House Speaker in 1646. A popular man, he 
thrived financially and was extremely generous with his wealth. The 
list of recipients of his donations was endless including endowments 
to Harvard College, Boston Public School system and provided funds 
for a public market and a Town House, 


In his time, he was undoubtedly Boston’s greatest philanthropist. He 
did much for the town, church, the schools and the colony. In his will, 
Captain Keayne bequest land for a Town House and provided £300 for 
its construction. The building was to accommodate Town Government, 
Town meetings, the courts, the General Court, a public library and an 
armory. His lengthy will specified a meeting room and armory to be set 
aside to shelter the Military Company for use in winter and summer. 


Construction of CPT Keayne’s Town House started two years after his 
death in 1655. The contract was issued to Thomas Joy, a member of the 
Military Company of Massachusetts. The £300 earmarked for building 


the Town Hall would fall a little short. The initial cost was established 
at £400, but the final bill was £680. 


Upon his death in 1655, Captain Robert Keayne was buried in Boston’s 
King’s Chapel Burying Ground, the oldest burying cemetery in Boston 
proper. Since his death, with the exception of lapses in the Civil War 
period the Company has honored Captain Keayne, as it’s first Captain 
Commanding, Each year on the first Monday in June, officers and mem- 
bers of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company lead a procession 
to his gravesite, laying a wreath in honor of Keayne’s memory. 
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TOWN HOUSE 


The Town House in Boston underwritten by CPT Keayne was a sub- 
stantial two story; wood framed building sixty-six foot in length and 
thirty-six foot in breath. Completed and occupied in March 1658, 
this “capitol” was the focal point of Boston’s civic and political life for 
many years. 

Just as CPT Keayne envisioned, the Town House provided space 

for Boston’s first public library, the site for assemblies of the Legisla- 
ture, meetings of the colony and town officers, a marketplace and an 
armory for the AHAC. Boston was oriented around the sea and the 
Town House overlooked the Port. 

Wooden construction meant fires were a major problem for the early 
settler. In October 1711, the eighth “great fire” swept through Bos- 
ton. The Town House went down to ashes in the fire along with a 
hundred other buildings - dwellings, shops and taverns. On the 
ruins of the old site, a new Town House was completed in 1713. This 
time the new capitol was grander and the outer walls were built with 
red brick. 


A year after the AHAC moved it’s armory to Faneuil Hall, the Town 
Hall would burn again in 1747, except for its brick walls. It was rebuilt 
three years later, within the old brick walls, generally with the same 
interior arrangement. Rebuilt, it is the oldest surviving public build- 
ing in Boston and considered one of the most important buildings in 
Colonial America. 


Now referred to as the Old State House, she continued as the seat of 
Massachusetts Government until 1798 when the new State House was 
completed on Beacon Hill. The Old State House was used as a City Hall 
until 1841. In subsequent years numerous proposals were presented to 
demolish, move or destroy her. Fortunately, today, owned by the city, 
she is preserved and occupied, as custodian, by the Bostonian Society. 


On July 18, 1776, The Declaration of Independence was proclaimed 
from the balcony of the Old State House. In 1789, President George 
Washington reviewed the troops from this balcony and Queen Eliza- 
beth IT used this balcony in 1976 to address Bostonians. On July 4", the 
Captain of the AHAC stands on this balcony, in the exact spot used by 
many historical icons, to read the Declaration of Independence.

ANCIENT AND HONORABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY 


PETER FANEUIL 


87 years after CPT Keayne’s will provided land and money to build the 
Town House, Peter Faneuil, a wealthy merchant felt strongly that Boston 
needed an open marketplace and meeting hall for town gatherings. 


Successful in his own right, Peter Faneuil was also the heir and succes- 
sor to the fortune and business of his uncle, Andrew Faneuil. A child- 
less widower, Uncle Andrew for some reason threatened to disinherit 
either of his two nephews if they married. Peter’s brother, Benjamin Jr., 
preferred wedlock to a share of the enormous Faneuil fortune, which 
in addition to ships, shops, and a mansion on Tremont Street included 
£14,000 in British East India Company. 


Peter Faneuil was described as being swarthy and stocky. He hada 
childhood disability with one leg shorter than the other, was single, 
and willing to provide funds to construct this multi purpose building. 


Surprisingly, although buildings, projects and the physical appearance 
of the City of Boston have changed drastically in 300 years, people, 
opinions and their views appear to be very similar. Peter Faneuil’s of- 
fer to fund the large market building was controversial with both the 
residents and the farmers. Bostonians had long rejected the idea and 
value of a centralized market. Some citizens preferred the convenience 
of home deliveries and objected to the thought of noisy pushcarts, higher 
prices and peddling in the streets. The farmers were particularly hostile; 
they felt they would have a better chance to sell their products house to 
house on any day rather than at fixed place on a set day. 


It was a very hot and contested issue. Markets built three years (1737) 
prior to the start of construction of Faneuil Market had been destroyed 
by a mob disguised as clergymen. The acceptance of Peter Faneuil’s gift 
barely passed by a margin of seven votes at the Boston Town Meeting. 
The final vote was 367 for with 360 citizens against. 


The Meeting and Marketplace was built between 1740-1742, the two- 
story structure was 40 by 100 feet and was situated on the Town Dock. 


A generous benefactor, Peter Faneuil died at the age of 43 scarcely six 
months after his most noteworthy gift, Faneuil Hall was completed, a 
donation which would perpetuate his name. 
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FANEUIL HALL 


When Faneuil Hall was finished in 1742, the large center cupola on the 
roof was topped by a large grasshopper weathervane with green glass 
eyes and long antennae. As it turned out, the controversial market 
was not popular, but the gilded weathervane would be a fashionable 
icon. From her perch, the Grasshopper was in a magnificent position 
to watch the city continue to grow and view the historical events and 
activities happening below. 


Faneuil Hall would figure prominently into the history of this country 
and earn the nickname “Cradle of Liberty.” It’s rich history and im- 
portance in Colonial times cannot be properly covered in a few pages. 
The edifice provided a platform for the country’s most famous orators 
stirring the cause of independence from England. It was the site where 
colonists protested the Sugar Act in 1764 and established the doctrine 
of “no taxation without representation.” The Hall would also be used 
as theater for British Officers during the occupation of Boston in 1774. 


AHAC MOVES TO FANEUIL HALL 
The Town Hall served as an armory for the Military Company for 80 
years. However, by 1746 space in the multiple purpose hall and colo- 
nial seat of government was ata premium. The Company moved their 
armory to Faneuil Hall, completed 4 years earlier. 


For the next 15 years the Company met and exercised in Faneuil Hall 
until fire swept through the two-story building on January 13, 1761. 


LOTTERY AND RECONSTRUCTION 

Funding to rebuild Faneuil Hall in 1761 was secured at public expense, 
through a lottery. Surprisingly, the use of lotteries is not a modern 
concept. Translations from ancient Chinese scrolls indicate that Keno 
was first introduced as early as 195 BC Han Dynasty. Augustus Caesar 
conducted lotteries to repair the City of Rome. In the 1400 and 1500's 
France and England both used lotteries for fortification and restora- 
tion projects. In America in the 1700's, many of the Founding Fathers 
played and sponsored lotteries. Benjamin Franklin used them to finance 
cannons for the Revolutionary War and they were authorized to raise 
money for the Colonial Army. 
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Boston regarded itself as too poor to finance rebuilding Faneuil Hall and 
made application to the General Court for authority to raise funds by 
lottery for that purpose. Authority was granted and John Hancock, an 
eminent merchant, was selected to supervise it to avoid any suspicion 
of dishonesty among the citizens in charge. 


Although popular, there was some resistance to lotteries in Puritanical 
New England. Religious leaders deplored gambling and the pilfering 
of the poor, sentiments still rallied today against state lotteries. 


Two interesting notes... 


The 1761 population in Boston was about twenty thousand, around 
three thousand families. A donation of forty-cents, per family would 
have been enough to rebuild Faneuil Hall. 


Frequently public lotteries distributed more money in prizes than to the 
avowed cause. The Faneuil Hall lottery was a success... for the ticket 
holders. $10,800 was given out in prize money and $1,200 was netted 
for the restoration of the hall. 


Faneuil Hall was quickly rebuilt and reopened in 1763 and the grasshop- 
per weathervane once again graced the top of Faneuil Hall. 


ADDITIONAL RENOVATIONS 


1805 - Architect Charles Bulfinch doubled the width and added a 3" 
floor for the Great Hall with additional space above it “devoted to the 
exercise of the different military corps of the town with a number of 
apartments on each side for depositing their arms”. The Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company occupied one of the added “apartments.” 


Bulfinch moved the large cupola with the grasshopper weathervane 
from the center of the building to the end, creating an imposing effect. 


By 1880, most Militia units moved from Faneuil Hall leaving the AHAC 
the sole occupant. The aging building needed extensive structural re- 
pairs by 1895; a new foundation, wooden roof beams replaced with steel 
trusses and the width of armory increased by 18 feet, columns changed 
and space redefined. Through all the renovations and changes in the 
past, the general appearance of Hall is similar to the original structure 


The three buildings directly behind Faneuil Hall were seriously di- 
lapidated and mostly vacant by 1960 and Faneuil Hall was struggling 
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with problems by the 1970's. Once again the building had fallen into 
disrepair and almost all of the merchants had left the building. Fortu- 
nately, a major urban renewal project would add life to the area and 
revitalize the area “behind” Faneuil Hall. Quincy Market Building 
was preserved, remodeled and dedicated in 1976. The North Market 
and South Market under went the same historical restoration in 1977 
and 1978. The four buildings, situated in one place were connected by _ 
a cobblestone promenade. 


In 1979, the ground floor and basement of Faneuil Hall were altered. 
In 1990 Faneuil Hall would undergo extensive interior restoration and 
necessitate moving the AHAC headquarters to the Coast Guard Base 
for a period of two (2) years during the renovations. In September of 
1992 the Company finally returned home and settled comfortably into 
their refurbished quarters. The 4" Floor is the headquarters and home 
for the Museum, Library and Armory of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company. 


Restored and functioning, the four building complex is referred to as 
the Faneuil Hall Marketplace and the 267-year-old Grasshopper remains 
perched on Faneuil Hall’s cupola gazing down on the activities and 
visitors to the market place and Faneuil Hall.

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GRASSHOPPER STOLEN 


The gilded grasshopper made national headlines in January 1974 when 
she disappeared from her perch on the top of Faneuil Hall. The theft 
occurred during an oil crisis and a period of recession. It was a time pe- 
riod when there was an increase in thefts of art and historical treasures. 
Officials assumed the treasured copper “hopper” would be offered on 
the black market for hundreds of thousands of dollars. 


The missing weathervane received a great deal of media coverage 
throughout the country. On the plus side, stories of the Faneuil Hall 
theft helped to recover other weathervanes in the country that were 
missing or stolen. 


The Police Department speculated the thieves used a helicopter to steal 
the historical weathervane. Boston Detective Paul Revere Carroll was 
in charge of recovering it. He started his search in western MA, where 
many other weathervane thefts had been reported. A week later, a for- 
mer steeplejack from Taunton was arrested in Abington on unrelated 
charges. The man had worked on Faneuil Hall in 1967 and wanted to 


make a plea bargain in exchange for the whereabouts of the missing 
weathervane. 


Detective Carroll arranged a meeting with the man’s lawyer in Park 
Square. According to Carroll when the lawyer arrived at the meeting 
he was carrying the spire and ball that were part of the grasshopper. The 
lawyer made some calls to track down the rest of the grasshopper and 
“for the third time in a week, Detective Carroll climbed up the steeple 
ladder and through the eaves of an aging Faneuil Hall and, in a dark, 
musty corner, found the grasshopper buried beneath a pile of old flags.” 


Although not confirmed, it’s presumed the grasshopper-napper in- 
tended to sell the copper from the spire and ball and hold the famous 
grasshopper for ransom. 


Damaged in the theft, the Golden Grasshopper was repaired and re- 
turned to its perch atop Faneuil Hall in July 1974. 
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GRASSHOPPER MORSELS 


Atinplate maker and coppersmith, Shem Drowne, crafted the weather- 
vane for Faneuil Hall. Born in Maine in 1683, Deacon Drowne lived to 
the age of 91 and is America’s first documented weather vane maker. 
In 1716 he created the gilded American Indian Archer for the cupola 
of the Boston Providence House (at that time, the official residence of 
the royal governor), and the banner for Boston’s Old North Church in 
1740, but his most famous work is the Grasshopper. It is believed that 
the weathervane was modeled after the one atop the London Royal 
Exchange. 


Knowledge of the weathervane was used as a lie detector for potential 
British spies. When individuals were challenged with the question: 
“What sits atop Faneuil Hall?” they were definite suspects if they 
couldn’t identify the unique item crowning Faneuil Hall. 


When the Earthquake of 1755 struck Boston and the weathervane fell 
from the top of the building. Shem Drowne and his son Thomas repaired 
and remounted it back on the cupola. 


Inside the insect’s vest or belly area is a copper “time capsule” engraved 
“Food for the Grasshopper.” It was placed there by its creator's son, 
Thomas Drowne while he made repairs to it following the fire that 
swept through Faneuil Hall on January 13, 1761. 


Over the years, whenever the grasshopper was periodically refurbished, 
objects have been placed and removed from the vest, including histori- 
cal newspapers, coins and messages from Boston mayors. 


Over 80 feet above the ground, the grasshopper weighs just less than 
40 pounds and is 52 inches long. The “hopper” is copper with gilded 
gold leaf and green glass eyes. 


The famed Golden Grasshopper, a priceless piece of Americana, has 
survived wars, hurricanes, earthquakes, fires and vandals. Perched on 
the crown of Faneuil Hall for over 267 years: the grasshopper has wit- 
nessed history in the making and the growth and transition of the city. 
It is the only part of Faneuil Hall that has remained totally unmodified 
from the original 1742 structure.

James Monroe 
5th President of the United States 


4 March 1817 to 4 March 1825 


When President Monroe visited Boston in 1817, he was received with 
great enthusiasm and was provided witha military escort. It was on this 
visit that President Monroe was enrolled as a member of the AHAC on 
30 June 1817 and was then elected an Honorary Member. 


After serving as Secretary of War and Secretary of State, Monroe succeeded 
President Madison. He was the 4th Virginian to serve as President. There was 
little political strife during his term of office and his administration is known 
as the “era of good feelings. ” Upon re-election Monroe received all but one of 
the electoral votes. An elector from New Hampshire declared that only George 
Washington should have the honor of a unanimous election and he cast the 
dissenting vote. 


Chester Alan Arthur 

21st President of the United States 

20 September 1881 to 4 March 1885 
In 1882, The Fall Field Day Tour of Duty was held in Marshfield due 
to the centennial celebration of the birthday of Daniel Webster. The 
Company had been invited to do escort duty to the President of the 
United States. It was on the occasion of this duty that President Arthur 
was enrolled a member of the AHAC on 12 October 1882, and was then 
elected an Honorary Member, 


Chester Alan Arthur was born in Vermont in 1830. A lawyer in New York 
City, he was prominent because of his successes in two suits involving and 
assisting Negroes. In 1881, as Vice President, Arthur assumed the office of 
President when an assassin’s bullet ended President Garfield's life. When his 
term expired in 1885, he retired to New York, where he lived less than two 
years, dying on November 18, 1886. 
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Calvin Coolidge 


30'" President of the United States 

3 August 1923 to 4 March 1929 
As Governor of Massachusetts, Calvin Coolidge was also the 
Commander-in-Chief of the AHAC. During his administration he won 
the high regard and admiration of all thoughtful men and women. 
President Coolidge stood firm for the principles advanced by the 
Company during its existence. For these reasons, President Coolidge 
was enrolled as a member of AHAC on5 May 1924 and was then elected 
an Honorary Member. 


In 1923, Vice President Calvin Coolidge was sworn into the office of President 
upon hearing the news of President Harding’s death, Although he was born 
in Vermont, he graduated from Amherst College and began a law practice in 
Massachusetts. He entered local politics, served in the Massachusetts House 
of Representatives, the Senate, as the Lieutenant Governor and as Governor 
of Massachusetts in 1919 and 1920. He attained national prominence with his 
handling of the Boston Police Strike in 1919. In 1920 he was nominated at the 
Republican National Convention for the vice presidency of the United States. 
He choose not to run for President in 1928 and returned to his residence in 
Northampton, MA, where he lived until his death in January 1933. 


John F. Kennedy 
35th President of the United States 
20 January 1961 to 22 November 1963 


John F. Kennedy was enrolled as member of the AHAC on 16 April 
1956 and elected as an Honorary Member on 3 April 1961. On the oc- 
casion of his Inaugural as President on 20 January 1961, seventy-five 
officers and members proudly participated in the Inaugural Parade in 
Washington, DC. 


At 43 he was the youngest man ever elected to the Presidency and the first 
Roman Catholic. Commander of a PT boat in World War II, he had received 
the Navy and Marine Corps Medal for gallantry in action. He was elected to 
Congress in 1946 and to the Senate in 1952 and 1958. On November 22, 1963, 
President Kennedy was shot twice as his motorcade traveled through the streets 
of Dallas, Texas. The President died within the hour. 
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MEDAL OF HONOR 


General George Washington established the first formal military system 
for rewarding acts of individual meritorious actions on August 7, 1782. 


Records indicated only three (3) Sergeants were awarded the Badge of 
Military Merit. 


The award fell into disuse after the Revolutionary War (1775-1783). 
During the Mexican-American War, (1846-1848) a “certificate of merit,” 
without a medal, was awarded. The “certificate”, discontinued after the 


war meant there was no military award with which to recognize the 
nation’s fighting men. 


Early in the Civil War (December 21, 1861), President Abraham Lincoln 
signed a bill into law to allow for a medal in recognition of “courage in 
strife.” Six (6) months later, a resolution was passed making members 
of the army eligible for a medal for gallantry in action. 


Although created for the Civil War, Congress made the Medal of Honor 
a permanent decoration in 1863. Eventually, other branches of the 
military service were included in the legislation. Since its creation over 
3400 Medals of Honor to our nation’s bravest Soldiers, Sailors, Airmen, 
Marines, and Coast Guardsmen.

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STAIRWAY OF THE CONSTITUTION 


The headquarters of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company is 
located on the 4" floor of Faneuil Hall. 


Astairway from the floor of the Armory leads to the Captains Quarters. 
Referred to as the Stairway of the Constitution it has thirteen risers. Each 
riser bears a bronze plate commemorating the original thirteen states. 
Starting at the bottom of the stairway and ascending to the top, each 
plaque bears the name of the state, in the order in which they accepted 
the Constitution of the United States. 


Each plaque represents history and debate in each of those states as 
delegates struggled with every word of the Philadelphia draft be- 
fore the document was ratified. The final vote for passage was often 
extremely close. In Massachusetts, 187 delegates voted to accept the 
Constitution while 168 remained opposed. 


The official naming of “The Stairway of the Constitution” and dedication 
of the plaques took place on Monday, May 17, 1937.
